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Petrol 
to  rise 
'  up  20% 
by  Aug.  1

TEL  AVIV.  —  The  Energy  Ministry 
is  considering  raising  petrol  prices  as 
much  as  20  per  cent  when  it  imple¬ 
ments  its  controversial  fuel  dereg¬ 
ulation  plan  on  August  1,  Energy 
Minister  Moshe  Shahat  said  yester¬ 
day. 

If  the  plan  goes  through,  it  win 
mark  the  end  of  13  months  of  stabil¬ 
ity  at  the  pump.  At  85  agorot  a  litre 
for  96-octane  high  test,  and  74  agor¬ 
ot  for  9 1-octane  regular,  Israeli  pet¬ 
rol  is  currently  running  at  about  30 
per  cent  lower  than  the  average 
Western  European  price,  and  half 
the  Italian  prices. 

k  Shahal  promised  that  prices  would 
remain  below  European  levels.  Most 
experts  said  they  expected  petrol 
prices  will  go  up  10-20  per  cent. 

Pressure  to  raise  prices  has  built 
up  as  the  average  world  price  of  a 
barrel  of  crude  oil  has  risen  from  a 
low  of  $10  in  1986  to  about  $18 
today. 

The  timing  of  any  price  increase 
will  depend  on  talks  with  the  Minis¬ 
try  of  Industry  and  Trade,  Shahal 
said. 

The  energy-sector  liberalization 
scheme,  due  to  go  into  effect  in  a 
month  and  a  half  despite  the  opposi¬ 
tion  of  the  big-three  fuel  companies, 
will  introduce  price  competition  in 
petrol  and  in  oil  by-products,  Shahal 
said.  Competition  today  among  pet¬ 
rol  stations  focuses  almost  exclusive¬ 
ly  on  credit  terms. 

The  plan  is  designed  to  break  the 
domestic  oil  companies'  grip  on  im¬ 
ports  by  allowing  five  major  consum¬ 
ers  to  enter  the  international  crude 
market  for  their  own  needs.  The

RAMLE.  -  Several  Israelis  met  with 
PLO  officials  with  the  approval  of  the 
Israeli  government,  a  Shin  Bet  agent 
said  in  court  here  yesterday.  Israel 
Radio  reported  that  the  agent  said 
that  among  the  people  who  met  with 
PLO  officials  with  government 
approval  were  Lova  Eliav  and  Uri 
Avnery. 

The  agent  also  said  that  the  posi¬ 
tions  of  PLO  representatives  who  met 
with  Israelis  became  more  moderate 
after  these  meetings. 

The  Shin  Bet  agent  was  testifiying 
on  the  first  day  of  the  trial  of  four 
leftists  who  met  with  PLO  members 
in  Romania  last  November. 

According  to  the  Army  Radio  the 
Shin  Bet  man  referred  to  as 
‘•Rcuven.**  testified  in  camera  and 
told  the  Ramie  Magistrates  Court 
that  the  PLO  consists  ofboth  political 
and  military  dements,  and  that  the 
political  front  had  been  strengthened 
by  meetings  with  Israelis. 

An  English  member  of  Amnesty 
International  and  a  French  lawyer 
from  a  Paris-based  humanitarian 
organization  were  present  in  the 
courtroom,  which  was  died  with 
supporters  of  the  accused.

Narcotics  squad  seizes  five  suspects 

$7m.  heroin  haul  In  Ashdod

Drug  squad  officers  yesterday  ambushed  a  gang  of 
narcotic  smugglers  and  captured  Israel's  biggest  ever 
haul  of  heroin.  More  than  seven  kilos  of  the  drug,  worth 
over  $7  million,  was  snatched  by  the  Tel  Aviv  district 
narcotics  squad  during  the  operation  at  Ashdod  port. 

Five  people,  inducting  a  former  Israeli  who  is  now  a 
French  citizen,  were  arrested. 

Jubilant  police  officials  said  the  raid  was  a  major  blow 
against  drug  racketeers  now  believed  to  be  doing  $1 
billion  worth  of  business  a  year  in  this  country. 

It  came  as  Police  Minister  Haim  Bar-Lev  was  in 
Vienna  addressing  an  international  conference  on  drug 
crimes,  and  as  the  police's  recently  declared  all-out  war 
against  the  narcotics  menace  shifted  into  top  gear.  . 

Police  sources  said  the  operation  followed  weeks  of 
intensive  undercover  intelligence  work,  some  of  it  in 
cooperation  with  police  abroad. 


The  heroin,  packed  in  20  nylon  bags,  was  discovered 
behind  the  back  seat  of  a  Peugeot  205  that  arrived  in 
Ashdod  on  a  ship  from  Belgium. 

It  is  known  that  the  Israeli  and  Belgian  police  maintain 
close  cooperation  in  their  bid  to  halt  the  drug  trade. 

Narcotics  squad  officers  from  Tel  Aviv  were  ready  to 
swoop  when -the  car  arrived  in  Ashdod  on  Monday.  But 
they  held  back  until  yesterday  when  members  of  the 
alleged  gang  turned  up  at  the  port  to  claim  the  vehicle. 

The  French  citizen  is  a  former  resident  of  Kfar  Sava. 
The  other  suspects  are  a  48-year-old  Ashdod  resident,  a 
Kfar  Sava  man  released  from  prison  six  months  ago  after 
serving  a  two-year  sentence,  and  two  Petah  Tikva 
residents. 

The  raid  was  the  biggest  blow  struck  by  police  against 
heroin  smugglers.  According  to  internal  police  figures, 
13,000  grams  of  the  drug  were  seized  last  year,  compared 
with  6,500  grams  in  1985. 


Israel  to  expand  aid  to  Cameroon

YAOUDE.  -  Israel  and  Cameroon 
yesterday  agreed  on  a  substantial 
expansion  of  Israeli  technical  aid  to 
this  central  African  state  and  Came¬ 
roon  President  Paul  Biya  assured 
visiting  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Sha¬ 
mir  that  his  country  would  “soon” 
send  an  ambassador  to  Israel. 

Cameroon,  the  second  country  on 
Shamir’s  African  tour,  renewed  di¬ 
plomatic  relations  with  Israel  nine 
months  ago  but  has  procrastinated 
thus  far  regarding  the  posting  of  its 
ambassador. 

Shamir,  at  a  press  conference  here 
after  an  afternoon  of  talks  with  Biya 
and  senior  Cameroon  officials,  said 
that  Biya  himself  raised  the  subject 
and  said  that  no  ambassador  had 


beeh  sent  because  he,  Biya,  “bad  not 
found  a  suitable  candidate.”  But 
Biya,  said  Shamir,  had  assured  him 
that  one  would  be  sent  soon. 

At  the  press  conference  Shamir 
noted  that  50  Cameroon  agronom¬ 
ists  hadbeeh  to  Israel  during  the  past 
nine  months  and  that  Israel  and 
Cameroon  had  agreed  to  substan¬ 
tially  expand  Israel’s  help  in  de=- 
veloping  Cameroon's  arid  zones. 
Shamir  said  that  a  Cameroon  delega¬ 
tion  would  soon  come  to  Israel. 

Shamir  also  said  that  the  two 
countries  agreed  to  “draw  up  a  pro¬ 
ject  to  develop  fisheries”  in  Came¬ 
roon,  and  to  set  up  a  regional  centre 
in  Cameroon  for  the  “training  of 
cadres  in  agriculture  and  health  care 
which  would  serve  the  other  coun¬ 
tries  in  the  area.” 


Shahal  blasts  ‘harmful’  Labour  acts

The  cracks  in  the  Labour  Party’s 
unified  front  are  growing  more  and 
more  visible.  Yesterday,  Energy 
Minister  Moshe  Shahal,  while  main¬ 
taining  that  there  was  “no  alterna¬ 
tive”  to  Foreign  Minister  Peres’s 
leadership,  nonetheless  ripped  into 
many  of  the  Labour  leader's  latest 
political  moves. 

Labour’s  leaders  have  recently 
caused  the  party  “absolutely  un¬ 
necessary  damage, "  said  Shahal,  by 
making  “harmful  and  superfluous 
moves,  without  due  consideration  or 
consultation,  and  without  notifying 
any  authorized  party  forum." 

Speaking  to  political  reporters  in 
Tel  Aviv,  Shahal  specifically  blasted 
the  handling  of  the  international 
conference  crisis,  including  the 
“half-baked”  idea  of  a  national  re¬ 
ferendum  on  the  matter,  the  much- 


criticized  central  committee  attack 
on  Abba  Eban  and  his  Pollard  re¬ 
port,  and  the  failure  to  rustle  up  a 
Knesset  majority  for  earfy  elections, 
all  of  which  could  be  traced  back  to 
Peres. 

Shahal,  obviously  not  one  of  the  - 
lawyers  consulted  by  Peres  on  the 
referendum,  handed  out  a  four-page 
written  rebuttal  of  the  idea.  A  re¬ 
ferendum  would  undermine  the  au¬ 
thority  of  the  Knesset,  Shahal  said, 
would  be  incompatible  with  Israel's 
constitutional  makeup,  would  not  be 
binding  on  the  authorities  and  could 
just  as  easily  be  used  by  Labour's 
rivals. 

'tit’s  a  populist  tactic,”  he  said. 

“If  there  is  no  way  to  pass  the 
international  conference  idea 
through  the  accepted  parliamentary 
channels,'’  wrote  Shahal,  “then  how 
will  it  be  possible  to  pass  a  law 


supporting  a  referendum  on  the  mat¬ 
ter?” 

The  central  committee  meeting  on 
Eban  was  a  “mikake,”  Shahal  said, 
pinning  the  blame  for  the  debacle 
not  only  on  Peres,  but  also  on  party 
secretary-general  Uzi  Baram,  “who 
should  have  consulted  with  other 
people”  before  complying  with 
Peres’s  request. 

Shahal  maintained  that  the 
Labour- Likud  deadlock  on  the  inter¬ 
national  conference  was  not  final. 
He  said  that  “two  Herat  ministers 
and  one  MK”  had  told  him  privately 
that  the  cabinet. couldn't  just  reject 
the  idea  outright;  and  he  believed 
that  a  “20-point”  agreement  be¬ 
tween  Labour  and  the  Likud  on 
mutually  acceptable  parameters  was 
still  feasible.

Signs  grow  of  Soviet  military  shake-up 


MOSCOW  (Reuter).  -  Signs  of  a 
major  shake-up  in  the  Soviet  milit¬ 
ary  grew  yesterday  as  Moscow  air 
defence  chiefs  were  accused  of  de¬ 
moralizing  troops  by  bullying,  idle¬ 
ness  and  corruption. 

The  Defence  Ministry  newspaper 
Krasnaya  Zvezda  said  Marshal 
Anatoly  Konstantinov,  commander 
of  air  defence  forces  around  the 


Soviet  capital  since  1980,  had  been 
removed  earlier  this  year. 

The  newspaper  said  two  air  force 
generals,  an  army  general  and  a 
colonel,  and  an  unspecified  number 
of  other  officers  had  been  expelled 
from  the  Communist  Party,  a  normal 
preliminary  to  dismissal  from  milit¬ 
ary  posts. 

Konstantinov,  accused  of  putting 


himself  above  the  party  and  being 
dictatorial,  was  apparently  removed 
before  West  Genu  an  Mathias  Rust 
landed  a  light  plane  near  Red  Square 
last  month.

TEL  AVTV.  -  Egged  yesterday 
broadened  its  three-day  strike, 
threatening  even  more  cuts  in 
services  as  the  dispute  between 
the  bus  cooperative  arid  the  gov¬ 
ernment  intensified. 

In  addition  to  stopping  all  its 
inner-city  bus  services  at. 7  p.m.. 
Egged  brought  its  rural  lines  to  a 
halt  at  6  p.m.,  depriving  resi¬ 
dents  of  kibbutzim  and  mosha- 
vim  of  public  transport.  Services 
on  all  lines  are  to  resume  this 
morning. 

The  Egged  executive  is  due  to 
meet  this  morning,  as  it  has  during 
the  past  two  days,  to  decide  on  the 
strike  action  they  will  take  today. 
Egged  officials  continue  to  assert 
that  they  oppose  a  full  strike,  but  at 
the  same  time,  they  argue  that  they 
may  be  forced  to  declare  one  if  the 
government  does  not  allocate  re¬ 
quired  funds. 

The  Transport  Ministry  yesterday 
filed  charges  against  Egged  at  the 
Tel  Aviv  Magistrates'  Court,  accus¬ 
ing  the  cooperative  and  its  chairman, 
SUomo  Levin,  of  violating  the  law 
by  failing  to  provide  service  under 


Shamir: 
African 
ties  vital 


ON  THE  PLANE  TO  YAOUNDE. 
-  “I  am  not  convinced  that  people 
in  the  West  have  sufficient  under¬ 
standing  or  sensitivity  regarding 
the  problems .  of  Africa,”  says 
Prime  Munster  Shamir  shortly  af¬ 
ter  his  departure  from  Kara,  Togo, 
at  the  end  of  the  first  leg  of  his  toor 
of  West  Africa.  “Perhaps  they 
don't  believe  that  there  is  a  chance 
for  rapid  progress.” 

I  ash  him  what  is  foe  point  of 
Israel’s  unremitting  efforts  to  rees¬ 
tablish  ties  in  Africa  aside  from 
straightforward  humanitarian  con- 
cern: 

“It  has  a  political  value.  One 
more  state  and  then  another 
staty-.Jt's  contagious.  It  reduces 
our  isolation  and  gives  us  votes  in

the  UN.”  In  the  tong  range,  Shamir 
adds,  it  may  well  result  in  economic 
benefit  for  Israel.  “Perhaps  Togo 
will  discover  oiL” 

Shamir  says  he  greatly  enjoyed 
the  Togo  visit.  “Yoo  learn  things. 
They  are  creating  something,  in 
difficult  circumstances,  with 
meagre  means.” 

The  Prime  Minister  was  impress¬ 
ed  by  the  series  of  public  rallies  and 
march-pasts  organized  by  Togo 
President  Gnasshigbe  Eyadema  in 
his  honour.  The  Togolese  were 
spontaneous  and  sincere  and  very 
beantifal,  he  said. 

He  noted  that  they  expect  a  great 
deal  of  Israel,  “which  they  see  not 
as  a  country  that  wishes  to  domin¬ 
ate  (them)  hot  as  a  people  emerging 
from  the  Bible  and  embodying  the 
virtues  of  science  and  medicine.” 
Shamir  noted  that  the  Togolese 
remember  Israel’s  good  work  back 
in  the  1960s  in  the  establishment  of 
their  Nahal-like  pioneering  youth 
corps. 

Does  that  corps  exist?  I  asked. 

“I  don’t  know,”  said  Shamir.  “I 
think  not.  It  has  metamorphosed 
.  into  something  else.  But  everyone  I 
met  who  had  been  in  the  (Togolese) 
Naha!  remembers  ft  with  admira¬ 
tion.” 

Shamir  was  impressed  immense¬ 
ly  by  Togolese  organization,  preci¬ 
sian  and  promptness.  “Everything 
is  organized  in  an  exemplary 
fashion.  The  promptness  probably 
dates  from  foie  (pre- World  War  I) 
German  colonial  period. 

“Eyadema  continuously  looked 
at  his  watch  before  and  during  the 
ceremonies.  On  time  he  noted  with 
sadness,  ‘we  are  two  minutes  late.’ 
Yes,  we  can  certainly  learn  from 
them.” 

“There  Is  a  small  but  high- 
calibre  intelligentsia  in  Togo,” 
Shamir  said. 

What  about  foe  one-party  state? 

“WeH,  yon  see,  Eyadema  ex¬ 
plained  this  to  me.  Democracy,  in 
general,  is  a  problem  for  Afri¬ 
ca.. ..They  used  to  born  each 
other’s  bouses.  There  was  violence 
-  matO  he  decided  to  create  unity  or 
what  he  calls  unity  and  so  they 
estabfished  the  single  party  (foe

the  conditions  of  its  licence.  The  case 
is  to  be  heard  on  Sunday. 

In  addition,  the  Israel  Consumers' 
Association  is  planning  to  submit  a 
petition  this  morning  to  the  Jeru¬ 
salem  District  Court  to  force  the 
Egged  drivers  back  to  work  at  night. 

Hie  Transport  Ministry  yesterday 
indicated  that  it  would  consider 
more  drastic  action  than  simply  pro¬ 
secuting  Egged,  if  the  cooperative 
did  not  resume  its  night-time  service 
and  return  to  the  negotiating  table. 
Ministry  officials  claimed  they  would 
consider  revolting  Egged's  licence 
altogether  and  seek  a  contract  with 
one  or  several  other  bus  companies. 

The  government  is  trying  to  ease 
the  pressures  caused  by  the  disrup¬ 
tions.  Acting  Transport  Minister 
Moshe  Arens  and  Finance  Minister 
Moshe  Nissim  yesterday  signed  an 
order  allowing  private  vehicles  to 
charge  passengers  for  rides  along  the 
bus  routes  affected  by  the  strike. 

Private  cars  are  allowed  to  charge 
the  same  rates  that  taxis  agreed  to  ou 
Tuesday  -  NIS  1  for  rides  of  less  than 
five  kilometres  and  NIS  2  for  longer 
rides.  In  rural  areas,  the  order  per¬ 
mits  regional  council  vehicles  to  be 
used  at  the  rate  of  NIS  1  for  the  first 
five  kilometres  and  an  additional 


shekel  for  every  10  kilometres. 

This  arrangement  was  reached 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Insurance  Companies,  which 
agreed  to  insure  the  drivers  of  pri¬ 
vate  vehicles  operating  during  the 
strike. 

The  dispute  was  marked  yesterday 
by  sharp  attacks  against  Egged  by 
Transport  Ministry  officials,  espe¬ 
cially  ihe  ministry's  director- 
general,  Baruch  Levy.  He  criticized 
Egged  for  blocking  all  attempts  to 
resume  negotiations  for  a  new  con¬ 
tract. 

"It's  not  complicated  [to  reach  a 
new  agreement].”  Levy  said,  “but 
when  one  side  is  not  interested,  it 
begins  to  get  complicated.” 

The  last  contract  expired  in 
September  1986.  and  the  most  re¬ 
cent  attempts  to  draw  up  a  new 
agreement  were  broken  off  before 
this  week's  strike. 

Levy  charged  that  Egged's  dire 
financial  condition  was  self-inflicted, 
and  not  caused  by  the  alleged  failure 
of  the  government  to  fulfil  its  subsidy 
and  aid  obligations.  He  said  that  the 
government  had  transferred  nearly 
NIS  1 10  million  to  the  cooperative  in 
the  last  two  to  three  months.

Communists  to  lead 
multi-party  group 
for  Moscow  dialogue

The  Rakah  Communist  Party 
announced  yesterday  that  a  high- 
level  Israeli  political  delegation 
would  travel  to  Moscow  next  month 
to  conduct  a  “dialogue"  with  senior 
Communist  Party  officials. 

The  delegation  will  include  the 
secretaries-general  of  four  parties. 
MKs  Uri  Baram  (Labour),  Elazar 
Granot  (Mapam),  Meir  Wilner 
(Rakah)  and  Shulamit  Aloni 
(Citizens  Rights  Movement),  as  well 
as  MKs  Ora  Namir  and  Haim 
Ramon  and  a  group  of  academics. 

On  Monday,  Rakah  announced 
that  a  two-man  party  delegation 
would  visit  the  People's  Republic  of 
China  next  month ,  the  first  such  visit 
in  25  years.  A  15-member  Israeli 
women's  delegation,  which  includes 
Namir  and  Mapam  MK  Chaike 
Grossman,  leaves  today  for  Moscow 
to  participate  in  a  conference  of  the 
East  Berlin-based  Democratic 
Women’s  Organization. 

MK  Tewfik  Toubi  arrived  yester¬ 
day  in  Moscow  to  make  final 
arrangements  for  tbe  political  de¬ 
legation's  visit.  Rakah  spokesman 
Uri  Burs  tern  said  yesterday  that  this 
was  tbe  first  time  the  Soviets  had 
invited  such  high-level  people  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  conducting  a  “di¬ 
alogue.”  He  said  that  the  delegation, 
which  had  been  invited  by  the  Soviet 
Peace  Committee,  would  meet  with 
senior  Soviet  officials  and  discuss  the 
situation  in  the  Middle  East. 

On  the  diplomatic  front.  Foreign 
Ministry  officials  said  yesterday  that 
they  had  still  not  received  official 
word  of  a  Soviet  request  for  visas  for 
a  consular  delegation.  Soviet  Fore¬ 
ign  Ministry  spokesman  Gennady 
Gerasimov  said  on  Monday  that' a 
request  had  been  submitted  to  the 


Dutch  Embassy  in  Moscow.  Gerasi¬ 
mov  rejected  the  notion  of  a  recip¬ 
rocal  visit  by  an  Israeli  delegation. 

Political  differences  between 
Labour  and  the  Likud  on  tbe  issue  of 
reciprocity  appeared  to  be  develop¬ 
ing  yesterday.  Sources  close  to 
Prime  Minister  Shamir  and  some 
Likud  ministers  said  that  Israel 
should  not  grant  visas  to  the  delega¬ 
tion  if  the  Soviets  do  not  allow  an 
Israeli  delegation  to  visit  Moscow. 

Israel's  demand  for  reciprocity 
was  first  raised  in  Helsinki  last  Au¬ 
gust. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year, 
following  a  renewed  Soviet  request, 
the  Foreign  Ministry  agreed  to  grant 
the  visas  to  the  consular  delegation 
and  to  overlook  the  lack  of  reciproc¬ 
ity.  But  the  Soviets  cancelled  their 
request. 

Gerasimov  on  Monday  explicitly 
ruled  out  a  reciprocal  Israeli  visit, 
sayiugthat  “no  Israeli  group  is  going 
to  visit  my  country." 

Hebrew  University  Prof.  Amnon 
Sela  yesterday  protested  against  the 
fact  that  Rakah  was  being  allowed  to 
acquire  a  "monopoly"  on  Soviet- 
Tsraeli  contacts.  He  said  that 
although  no  harm  could  come  from 
its  mediation,  “efforts  should  be 
made  to  widen  the  circle.” 

Sela  said  that  the  Soviets  were 
using  the  party  in  order  to  offset 
criticism  from  their  Arab  allies.

TEL  AVIV.  -  Israeli  Air  Force  and  South 
Lebanese  Army  soldiers  engaged  Hizbullah  and 
Palestinian  gunmen  in  several  dashes  in  South 
Lebanon  yesterday. 

At  least  five  people  were  killed  and  nine  were 
injured  in  the  clashes,  according  to  news  agency 
reports  from  Lebanon.  Five  of  the  wounded  were 
SLA  troops. 

The  first  attack  was  launched  by  Israeli  helicop¬ 
ters,  which  flew  some  18  km.  north  of  the  border 
and  reportedly  fired  five  rockets  into  a  two-storey 
structure  in  central  Kabriha,  slightly  damaging  it 
Reports  from  Lebanon  said  the  target  was  a 
mosque,  but  an  authoritative  IDF  source  denied 
this.  "There  are  no  mosques  in  Kabriha;  I  have  the 
aerial  photos,”  the  source  said. 

According  to  the  IDF  spokesman,  the  target

Dehaishe 
rioters 
out  on  bail

The  six  Kiryat  Arba  settlers  de¬ 
tained  for  a  week  and  a  half  on 
charges  of  rioting  in  the  Dehaishe 
refugee  camp  were  released  on  bail 
yesterday,  on  condition  that  they 
remain  in  their  homes  every  day 
from  9  p.m.  to  6  a.m.  and  stay  away 
from  the  refugee  camp. 

The  prosecution  and  defence 
attorneys  readied  the  agreement  at 
the  urging  of  Jerusalem  District 
Court  Judge  Ezra  Hadaya. 

Each  of  the  suspects  was  ordered 
to  deposit  NIS  5.000  by  Sunday  and 
post  hail  of  NIS  50,000.  They  must 
report  to  the  Kiryat  Arba  police 
every  day  and  are  forbidden  to  go 
near  the  Dehaishe  and  el-Arroub 
refugee  camps  on  the  Jerusalem- 
Hebron  highway. 

The  sax  -  Ya’acov  Ben-David, 
Shmuel  Meidad,  Andre  Jayefsky, 
Meisha  Mishkan,  Avner  Gilboa,  and 
Mordechai  Poliak  -  are  not.  howev¬ 
er.  specifically  forbidden  to  travel 
along  the  highway. 

Earlier,  defence  lawyer  Elyakim 
Ha'etzni  told  the  court  that  the  de¬ 
tainees  and  their  companions  did  not 
go  to  Dehaishe  to  “punish”  the  in¬ 
habitants,  but  to  demonstrate 
against  the  number  of  stones  that 
had  been  thrown  from  the  camp  at 
Israeli  cars. 

The  disturbance  that  ensued,  he 
argued,  was  provoked  by  the  camp 
residents  who  threw  stones  at  the 
settlers  before; the  settlers  bad  done 
anything.

Dutch  support 
peace  parley  , 
Peres  told

Foreign  Minister  Peres,  bent  on 
winning  European  support  for  an 
international  peace  conference,  has 
the  Dutch  solidly  beinnd  him. 

Not  that  Holland’s  visiting  Fore¬ 
ign  Minister  Hans  van  den  Brock 
would  say  a  word  about  tbe  dispute 
over  foe  talks  now  raging  between 
Peres  and  Prime  Minister  Shamir. 

“I  am  not  in  a  position  to  choose 
rides  in  your  domestic  political  argu¬ 
ments,"  he  declared.  “If  my  view 
and  the  view  held  by  foe  EC  coincide 
with  the  view  held  by  certain  groups 
here,  then  let’s  say  it  is  pure  coinci¬ 
dence...  Of  course  it  would  be  easier 
if  the  Israeli  position  was  unified,  but 
it  is  not  for  me  to  comment." 

Coinsidence  or  not.  Van  den 
Broek.  talking  yesterday  at  his  Jeru¬ 
salem  hotel,  left  no  doubt  about  his 
government’s  stand  on  foe  issue. 

“Pm  a  typical  Dutchman.  I  have 
warm  emotional  feelings  about 
Israel,  but  I  also  have  the  conviction 
that  it  must  take  bold  steps  if  peace  is 
to  come,"  he  said. 

“To  this  end  we  are  strongly  in 
favour  of  an  international  peace  con¬ 
ference.  We  folly  endorse  the  view 
that  peace  and  stability  can  only 
come  from  negotiations." 

Both  foe  Soviets  and' PLO  should 
have  a  role  to  play  in  an  international 
conference.  Van  den  Broek  sug¬ 
gested.  And  Israel’s  position  would 
have  to  be  made  clearer. 

He  went  on:  “Certain  develop¬ 
ments  in  the  Soviet  Union  in  the  past 
year  suggest  they  may  play  a  con¬ 
structive  part.  We  believe  there 


would  be  a  role  in  the  talks  for  all 
permanent  members  of  the 
Security  Council 

On  the  question  of  PLO  panwpa- 
non.  the  Dutch  politician,  who  met 
with  Yasser  Arafat  in  Tunis  last 
June,  said  it  was  "realistic” to  fcepgv 
nize  that  for  the  larger  part  of  foer 
Palestinian  people  the  PLO  was  'foe 
symbol  of  their  aspirations. " 

He  continued:  “I  have  a  full 
understanding  of  the  strong,  emcv 
tional  resistance  that  exists  in  Israel 
against  the  idea  of  PLO  participa¬ 
tion.

NEW  YORK  (Reuter).  -  Bernhard 
yoete.  cleared  of  all  but  one  charge 
m  subway  shootings  of  four 
youths,  seeks  only  to  return  to’ the 
pnvate  life  he  led  before  the  case 
forced  him  into  the  spotlight.  {Ver- 
wci  reported  in  yesterday's  edition  of 
The  Jerusalem  Post). 

“Mr.  Goetz  would  like  to  go  back 
to  being  an  anonymous  stranger  in 
the  city  of  New  York,”  Goetz’s 
attorney,  Barry  Slotnick,  said  after 
the  criminal  court  verdict  Tuesday. 
“All  he  wants  to  do  now  is  fade  into 
the  woodwork.” 

The  acquittal  of  Goetz  does  not 
mean  the  city  will  tolerate  people 
who  take  the  law  into  their  own 
hands.  Mayor  Ed  Koch  said  yester¬ 
day. 

“Some  may  be  apprehensive  that 
the  verdict  is  a  signal  that  vigilantism 
will  be  condoned.  They  are  wrong," 
Koch  said  in  Nashville  where  he  was 
at  a  meeting  of  mayors. 

"Vigilantism  must  be  condemned 
and  those  who  have  engaged  in  such 
acts  must  be  punished  to  tbe  fullest 
extern  of  the  law."  he  said. 

Goetz,  charged  with  four  counts 
of  attempted  murder,  four  of 
assault,  one  of  reckless  endanger- 
ment  and  four  weapons  charges,  was 
convicted  of  only  one  weapon 
charge,  which  carries  a  maximum 
penalty  of  seven  years.  His  attorneys 
believe  he  may  be  given  probation. 

The  39- year-old  white  electrical 
engineer  admitted  using  his  .38 
calibre  revolver  to  shoot  the' four 
black  youths  on  a  New  York  City 
underground  on  December 22, 1984, 
claiming  he  was  trying  to  fend  off  a 
potential  mugging  after  the  four  sur¬ 
rounded  him  and  demanded  money. 
He  did  not  have  a  permit  for  the  gun. 

Prosecutor  Gregory  Waples 
claimed  that  the  youths  were  only 
begging  for  money  and  did  not 
menace  Goetz. 


A  key  to  the  prosecution  case 
were  two  video-taped  confessions 
Goetz  made  on  New  Year's  Eve, 
1984,  in  which  he  said  he  was  “vi¬ 
cious”  and  wanted  to  hurt  the  youths 
as  badly  as  he  could. 

The  defence  contended  that 
Goetz  was  still  so  traumatized  by  the 
event  that  even  nine  days  later  foe 
confessions  could  not  be  trusted,  and 
juror  Michael  Axelrod  believed  that 
claim. 

'Those  tapes  were  a  distillation  of 
everything  (Goetz)  felt  in  those  nine 
days."-  Axelrod  said  .in  a  televised 
interview.  “1  thought  that  1  was  a 
broken  man  on  those  tapes." 

Tbe  case  polarised  the  public,  with 
Goetz  supporters  protraying  him  as 
a  modern-day  vigilante.  Detractors 


accused  him  of  being  a  racist,  shoot¬ 
ing  the  four  19-year-olds  who  were 
“the  kind  of  people  he  bated.” 

Goetz,  a  tall,  thin  man  whose  face 
would  never  be  remembered  were  it 
not  for  the  intense  media  scrutiny 
brought  by  thepase,  spent  the  night 
of  his  victory  at  his  Manhattan  apart¬ 
ment,  avoiding  reporters  who 
knocked  otrhis  door. 

Tm  glad  it’s  over.  The  last  two 
years  have'  been  hell,*'  Goetz  told 
the  driver  of  tbe  limousine  that 
whisked  him  away  from  the  court¬ 
house  chaos. - 

There  was  worldwide  interest  in 
Goetz’s  fete  from  the  first  reports  of 
the  shootings  through  the  last  days  of 
his  seven-week  trial. 


Klarsfeld:  Find  Barbie  guilty 


LYON.  -  Lawyer  Serge  Klarsfeld,  who  sought  for  more 
than  10  years  to  bring  Klaus  Barbie  to  justice,  yesterday 
called  on  foe  jury  at  the  former  Gestapo  officer’s  trial  to 
find  him  guilty  of  crimes  against  humanity. 

Klarsfeld,  the  first  of  39  private  prosecution  lawyers 
who  are  due  to  testify  against  Barbie  during  the  final  stage 
of  the  trial,  urged  foe  jury  to  condemn  him  for  his  role  in 
foe  World  War  □  arrest  and  deportation  to  Nazi  death 
camps  of  44  Jewish  children. 

Barbie  faces  life  imprisonment  If  convicted  of  complic¬ 
ity  in  the  arrest  of  the  children,  aged  between  four  and  17. 

Klarsfeld  told  the  jury  foe  only  two  surviving  mothers 
of  foe  children  had  waited  since  the  day  of  the  raid  “for 
Barbie  to  be  brought  from  the  end  of  foe  world  in  the 
Andes  where  he  thought  he  was  safe...  to  be  condemned  to 


a  sentence  worthy  of  the  gravity  of  his  crimes.” 

Kfersfeid,  who  with  Ms  Nazt-hunter  wife  Beate,  spent 
neariy  11  years  tracking  Barbie  to  Bolivia  and  having  him 
brought  to  justice,  said: 

“The  assassin  of  Izien  most  be  stopped  from  ending  his 
days  in  peace  and  passing  his  time  recounting  his  exploits 
as  a  Nazi  officer.” 

“He  was  a  fanatical  Nazi,”  Klarsfeld  said.  “He  was 
educated  to  differentiate  between  good  and  evil,  but 
decided  of  his  own  free  wifi  to  exercise  horror  and  eviL  ” 

Klarsfeld  read  out  the  names  of  each  child,  most  of 
whom,  he  said,  were  tbe  offspring  of  refugee  European 
Jews  whose  parents  had  been  rounded  up  by  France’s 
Vichy  collaboration  government  and  seat  to  Nazi  gas 
chambers.

BEIRUT  (AP).  -  Acting  Prime 
Minister  Salim  Hoss  yesterday  de¬ 
manded  a  speedy  purge  of  Leba¬ 
non’s  Christian-officered  army  after 
judicial  sources  said  the  bomb  that 
killed  premier  Rashid  Karameh  was 
planted  aboard  his  helicopter  at  an 
airbase. 

H oss's  call  was  aimed  at  defusing  a 
political  crisis  triggered  by  foe  J une  1 
assassination  of  Karameh  as  he  flew 
in  a  military  helicopter  from  north 
Lebanon  to  Beirut. 

Judicial  sources  disclosed  that  a 
three-man  investigation  team  con¬ 
cluded  the  remote-controlled  bomb 
was  hidden  in  the  back  of  his  seat  at 
the  Adma  airbase  in  Lebanon’s 
Christian  heartland  before  it  left  to 


pick  up  Karameh  in  Tripoli. 

“There  will  be  no  role  for  the 
army  in  any  plan  to  salvage  Leba¬ 
non  at  present  or  in  the  future  before 
it  regains  its  credibility  after  this 
crime,”  said  Hoss,  a  Sunni  Moslem 
like  Karameh. 

Moslem  leaders  have  blamed  foe 
assassination  of  pro-Israeli  extrem¬ 
ists  in  the  Lebanese  forces,  the 
Christians’  main  militia  which 
opposed  Karameh 's  pro-Syrian  lean¬ 
ings,  in  collaboration  with  Christian 
army  officers. 

The  Lebanese  Forces  claimed  the 
killers  are  pro-Palestinian  Moslem 
fundamentalists  angered  by 
Karameh's  support  of  a  Syrian  army 
crackdown  on  their  stronghold  in 


north  Lebanon  in  1985. 

The-  army  command  denied  any 
involvement  in  Karameh’s  slaying. 

Meanwhile,  Walid  Jumblatt,  lead¬ 
er  of  Lebanon's  Druse  militia,  sur¬ 
vived  a  weekend  attempt  to  kill  him 
at  his  mountain  home  with  a  bomb 
hidden  in  a  pen,  the  semi-official 
Al-Ittihad  dtuly  reported  yesterday. 

The  paper  quoted  “well-informed, 
sources"  as  saying  that  the  attempt 
was  carried  out  Saturday  by  a  follow¬ 
er  of  Jamal  Kararah. 

Jumblatt  recently  handed  Kararah 
over  to  the  Syrians  for  involvement 
in  a  series  of  Beirut  bombings. 
Kararah  is  former  security  chief  for 
Jumblatt’s  Progressive  Socialist  Par¬ 
ty. 


Far-fetched  story  from  Sierra  Leone 

The  Israeli  and  the  millionaire

Jamil  Said  Mohammed,  once  the 
most  powerful  businessman  in  the 
Commonwealth  country  of  Sierra 
Leone,  with  assets  estimated  to  be 
worth  £60  million,  is  now  living 
quietly  off  Willesden  Lane,  North 
London,  with  a  price  on  his  head  and 
i  warrant  out  for  his  arrest  on 
:hargcs  connected  with  an  alleged 
roup  plot. 

But  he  is  much  better  off  than 
Shabtai  Kalmanovitch.  an  Israeli 
who  replaced  him  as  the  Sierra 
Leone  government’s  most  favoured 
businessman.  Kalmanovitch  is  also 
:n  London,  but  in  less  comfortable 
rircumstanccs.  From  his  cell  in  Pen- 
onviile.  he  is  preparing  his  defence 
iguinst  extradition  to  the  U.S.  on 
;harges  of  counterfeiting  cheques 


drawn  on  the  North  'Carolina 
National  Bank. 

Both  men  have  central  roles  in  a 
series  of  events  so  far-fetched  as  to 
make  the  novels  of  Tom  Sharpe 
appear  boringly  prosaic. 

Back  in  Sierra  Leone,  a  West 
African  country  of  four  million  peo¬ 
ple,  with  large  resources  in  di¬ 
amonds  and  gold,  18  men  -  including 
a  former  vice-president  -  are  in  pris¬ 
on  feeing  charges  of  organizing  as 
attempted  coup  against  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  President  Joseph  Momoh. 

The  Leader  of  this  alleged  plot,  a 
police  superintendent  named  Gab¬ 
riel  Mohammed  Tennyson  Kai  Kai, 
has  implicated  Jamil  in  a  rambling 
and  contradictory  account  of  how  he 

asserts  the  coup  was  planned. 

Jamil,  who  once  boasted  a  security 
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guard  of  30  well-armed  soldiers, 
doubts  that  the  “coup”  was  ever 
intended  to  take  place  at  all. 

An  Afro-Lebanese  of  gentle  man¬ 
ners,  be  cheerfully  admits  that  his 
home  in  Freetown,  Sierra  Leone's 
capital,  was  better  equipped  than  the 
average  armoury,  and  included  two 
anti-aircraft  guns  and  four  Soviet 
rocket  launchers. 

Warrants  for  his  arrest  on  charges 
of  illegal  possession  of  the  arms  were 
issued  last  week.  The  Sierra  Leone 
government  also  offered  a  reward  of 
£7,500  for  information  about  his 
whereabouts,  although  it  is  no  secret 
where  he  lives. 

So  why  has  President  Momoh’s 
government  chosen  to  move  against 
him  now?  He  believes  it  is  connected 
with  the  arrests  in  London,  on  che¬ 
que  charges,  of  Kalmanovitch  and 
his  assistant  William  Davidson. 

Jamil  built  his  business  empire  in 
Sierra  Leone  under  the  presidency 
of  Dt.  Siaka  Stevens. 

After  President  Momoh  came  to 
■power  in  1985,  relations  between 
him  and  Jamil  worsened. 

As  Jamil,  withdrew,  Kalmano¬ 
vitch  and  Davidson  appeared. 

Two  days  before  tbe  warrants 
against  Jamil  were  issued,  tbe  BBC 
World  Service’s  “Network  Africa” 
programme  broadcast  a  well- 
mfonned  account  of  Kahnanovitch’s  1 
arrest  in  London.  The  programme 
interviewed  an  FBI  man  from  Char¬ 
lottesville  who  alleged  that  Kalma¬ 
novitch  and  Davidson  bad  already 
pased  SI. 4  million  (£844,000)  of  dud 
cheques  and  that  they  were  collect¬ 
ing  another  SI. 6  million  when 
arrested. 

The  broadcast  was  heard  in  Sierra  . 
Leone,  where  the  BBC  has  great 
authority.  Jamil  suggests  that,  in  an 
attempt  to  cover  its  embarrassment, 
the  Momoh  government  issued,  the 
warrants  against  Mm  as  a  diversion¬ 
ary  tactic.

Waldheim  June  25

VATICAN  CITY  (Reuter).  -  Pope 
John  Paul  has  agreed  to  meet  Au¬ 
strian  President  Kurt  Waldheim  dur¬ 
ing  an  official  visit  to  the  Vatican 
next  week,  drawing  an  astonished 
response  from  Jewish  leaders  in  Ita¬ 
ly. 

A  brief  Vatican  statement  yester¬ 
day  said  the  trip,  Waldheim's  first 
official  foreign  visit  since  his  election 
a  year  ago  amid  allegations  of  in¬ 
volvement  in  Nazi  war  crimes,  would 
take  place  on  June  25. 

Tulia  Zevi,  president  of  Italy's 
Jewish  communities,  said  the  pope's 
derision  could  harm  Cafoolic-Jewish 
relations.  “I  am  astonished.  The  best 
thing  wuid  have  been  for  the  Vatican 
to  follow  the  lead  of  all  western 
countries  and  wait,”  she  said. 

Waldheim,  68,  was  effectively 
barred  from  entering  the  U.S.  in 
April  when  he  was  put  on  a  “watch 
list”  of  persons  to  be  refused  a  visa 
because  of  suspicion  about  their  war 
records. 

He  denies  allegations,  mainly 
from  the  World  Jewish  Congress  in 
New  York,  that  he  was  involved  in 
crimes  by  Hitler’s  army  in  tbe  Bal¬ 
kans  during  World  War  U. 


In  Vienna,  Foreign  Minister  Alois 
Mock  said  the  pontiffs  derision  was 
“an  exceptional  gesture”  and  linked 
it  to  Waldheim's  previous  work  as 
UN  secretary-general. 

A  Vatican  spokesman  said  the 
visit  was  an  official  one  by  an  Au¬ 
strian  head  of  State  in  return  for  an 
official  trip  to  Austria  in  19S3  by  foe 
pope.  It  was  not  a  personal  visit. 

Vatican  officials  said  foe  visit  was 
merely  pan  of  diplomatic  protocol 
and  implied  no  stand  by  foe  Holy  See 
oh  foe  controversy  over  Waldheim's 
war  record. 

A  spokesman  of  tbe  WJC  conde¬ 
mned  foe  invitation,  calling  it  a  “slap 
in  the  face  to  foe  Jewish  people  and 
to  the  memory  of  the  Holocaust,  and 
a  tragedy  to  the  relations  between 
foe  Catholic  church  and  Jews." 

“At  a  time  when  the  Austrian 
president  is  being  boycotted  by  the 
entire  enlightened  world,”  the 
spokesman  continued,  “and  when 
he  has  been  declared  persona  non 
grata  by  the  United  States,  foe  pope 
joins  foe  ranks  of  leaders  like  Gad¬ 
dafi  by  clearing  his  name  and  restor¬ 
ing  his  respect.

Bonn  not  expected  to  extradite  Hamadi 

BONN  (AP).  -  West  Germany  said  yesterday  it  will  deride  on  June  24 
whether  to  extradite  an  alleged  TWA  hijacker  to  the  U.S.,  but  govern¬ 
ment  sources  said  the  Lebanese  suspect  will  probably  be  tried  here. 

Bonn  cabinet  ministers  and  top  party  leaders  held  a  special  morning 
meeting  on  whether  or  not  to  extradite  suspected  hijacker  Moahammed 
Ali  Hamadi. 

Official  sources  said  Bonn  will  likely  refuse  to  extradite  Hamadi  and  try 
him  in  a  West  German  court  instead.  The  sources  said  he  would  be  tried 
for  murder  and  air  piracy. 

Hamadi,  a  22-year-old  Shl’ite  Moslem,  is  wanted  in  connection  with  the 
June  1985  hijacldng  of  a  TWA  jetliner  to  Beirut  and  the  murder  of  a  U.S. 
Navy  diver. 

North  refuses  secret  testimony,  to  speak  publicly 

WASHINGTON  (Reuter).  -  Lawyers  for  fired  White  House  aide  Oliver 
North  have  told  Iran-Contra  investigators  ihe  will  not  testify  in  secret 
session  but  will  tell  bis  stoiy  in  public  next  month,  foe  chairman  of  a 
Senate  committee  said  yesterday - 

Senator  Daniel  Inouye.  a  Hawaii  Democrat  who  chairs  the  Senate 
Iran-Contra  committee,  made  foe  surprise  announcement  one  day  before 
North,  a  central  figure  in  the  scandal,  was  due  to  testify  secretly  to 
congressional  investigators. 

North  has  been  described  as  foe  mastermind  of  the  covert  sale  of  arms 
to  Iran  and  diversion  of  profits  to  right-wing  Contra  rebels  fighting  foe 
Nicaraguan  government. 

‘Jane’s’:  Iran  may  be  trying  to  build  an  atom  bomb 

LONDON  (Reuter).  -  Iran  may  be  trying  to  build  an  atom  bomb  with 
■  Argentine'  help  inrf  has  stepped  up  arms'  production.  Jane’s  Defence 
Weekly  magazine  said  yesterday. 

The  London-based  magazine  said  reports  of  an  agreement  with 
Argentina  had  caused  fears  that  Iran  could  shortly  become  a  nuclear 
power. 

“Reports  that  Iran  has  signed  an  agreement  with  Argentina  to  buy 
nuclear  technology  and  an  unspecified  amount  of  enriched  uranium  have 
run  alarm  bells  that  the  Ayatollah  Khomeini’s  regime  may  be  trying  to 
build  a  nuclear  bomb,”  it  said. 

Fires  devastate  forest  in  Inner  Mongolia 

BEIJING  (AFP).  —  Five  fires  hhve  been  burning  since  last  Friday  in  a 
forest  of  Inner  Mongolia,  foe  northern  Chinese  province  which  only  just 
escaped  foe  spread  of  a  catastrophic  blaze  last  month  in  Heilongjiang,  the 
official  New  China  News  Agency  reported  yesterday. 

Meanwhile,  press  reports  said  disastrous  floods  due  to  torrential  rain  in 
foe  north  and  south  have  killed  some  379  people  since  late  May,  stranding 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  and  obliterating  hundreds  of  villages. 

The  foes  in  Inner  Mongolia  have  devastated  more  than  2,000  acres  of  a 
3.75-miUion-acre  forest. 

The  fires  were  caused  by  lighting,  the  agency  quoted  the  deputy 
commander  of  foe  province’s  firefighting  unit  as  saying.

Yad  Yashem  received  UN  war  crimes  files

Yad  Vashem  this  week  received 
16  boxes  of  files  on  war  crimes  from 
the  UN  archives.  The  boxes,  shown 
to  reporters  yesterday,  contain  ab¬ 
out  500  photocopied  files.  Yad 
Vashem  expects  to  receive  another 
1,500  files. 

It  will  take  months  for  archivists  to 
properly  examine  foe  material,  bat 
at  first  glance  it  seemed  to  contain  no 
startling  revelations  regarding  Kurt 
Waldheim  or  foe  Demjanjuk  or  Bar¬ 
bie  cases,  according  to  Yad  Vashem 
director  Dr.  Yitzhak  Arad. 

The  material  was  collected  by  the 
United  Nations  War  Crimes  Com¬ 
mission.  set  up  in  London  in  October 
1943.  Its  17  members  included  such 
German-occupied  nations  as  Po¬ 
land,  Czechoslovakia,  Greece  and 
Holland,  but  not  Soviet  Russia. 

Its  stated  purpose  was  to  define 
and  document  war  crimes  and  to  set 
standards  for  prosecution.  The  com¬ 
mission  concluded  its  work  in  March 
1948  and  transferred  all  its  files  to 
UN  headquarters,  then  at  Lake  Suc¬ 
cess  in  foe  U.S. 

The  commission  had  considered 
all  its  files  secret,  an  attitude 
adopted  by  the  UN  as  well.  The  UN 
secretary-general  was  empowered  to 


release  information  to  foe  govern¬ 
ments  of  member-states,  but  not  to 
individual  institutions. 

The  files  at  Yad  Vashem  will  not 
be  open  to  foe  public,  although  they, 
may  eventually  be  released  to  re¬ 
searchers.  “Failure  to  comply  meti¬ 
culously  with  this  restriction  could 
jeopardize  our  receiving  the  remain¬ 
ing  1,500  files  that  we  asked  for,” 
Arad  said. 

So  far  Israel  is  the  only  country  to  ’ 
have  applied  for  any  of  the  files. 

Demand  for  foe  release  of  foe 
documents  received  strong  impetus 
from  the  Waldheim  affair  last  year. 
The  current  development  is  the  re¬ 
sult  of  a  visit  to  UN  Secretary- 
General  Perez  de  Cuellar  last  year 
by  Israel's  ambassador  to  the  UN, 
Binyamin  Netanyahu,  and  by  AxatL 
The  primary  aim  of  the  release  of  the 
documents  is  historical  research. 
Possible  proseention  of  individuals  is 
a  more  remote  possibility. 

Yad  Vashem  chief  archivist  Dr. 
Shmuel  Krakowsky  said  that  a  cur¬ 
sory  glance  had  already  revealed 
that  of  the  205  names  mentioned  in 
connection  with  the  Majdanek 
camp,  “most  were  not  in  our  foes.” 
There  was  also  a  description  of  a 
Riga  massacre  of  Jews  by  German 
EinsaSzgruppen  which  bad  not  been

documented  before,  and  fresh  in¬ 
formation  on  Dr.  Dering  who,  as  a 
Polish  prisoner  in  Auschwitz,  per¬ 
formed  operations  on  fellow  prison¬ 
ers. 

The  boxes  are  marked  with  simple 
stickers,  reading:  France,  files  34, 
copies  693;  or  Holland,  files  54, 


copies  554.  The  box  for  Denmark 
contains  only  2  foes,  with  12  copies. 
The  first  of  the  two  boxes  on  Poland 
has  42  files,  with  543  copies.

Who  reads  books?

the  daily  newspaper  and  the 
book:  the  ephemeral  and  the  endur¬ 
ing.  Having  their  books  published 
has  always  been  the  dream  of  all 
writers,  young  and  old,  who  ever 
tned  to  string  words  into  meaningful 
sentences. 

But  who  reads  books? 

“More  people  than  you  would 
suppose,  says  Ohad  Zmora,  owner 
of  one  of  Israel’s  largest  publishing 
houses.  Gone  are  the  days  when  a 
Hebrew  book  was  the  treasure  of  a 
select  few  benefactors  of  Hebrew 
literature,  and  publishing  was  an  act 
of  munificence  -  a  free  gift  to  the 
nation’s  culture.  The  Sztybels,  the 
Zlatopolskis.  of  course,  kept  Heb¬ 
rew  creativity  afloat.  “But  there  is 
hardly  any  need  for  similar  support 
today.  A  dozen  books  in  Hebrew 
appear  in  Israel  each  day.  Last 
February,  a  bookseller  told  me  re¬ 
cently.  he  had  214  new  titles  to  offer 
the  general  reader.  No  wonder 
booksellers  don’t  keep  many 
volumes  in  stock,  they  simply  have 
no  room  on  their  shelves.  If  a  book 
d«.*e>  not  arouse  the  interest  of  the 
reading  public  within  a  week  from 
publication  it  is  returned  to  the  pub¬ 
lisher."' 

Popular  writers  sell  well.  Gift 
hooks  suitable  as  bar-mitzva  pre- 
>rrus  sell  well.  Cooking  books  sell 
v  e  r,  well.  There  is  a  good  market  for 
Nu'lis  on  Eretz  Yisrael.  An  average 
printing  order  is  for  1.600  to  1.900 
books.  “A  decade  or  two  ago,  one 
usually  printed  3.000  copies  of  a  new 
book  on  the  assumption  that  it  will 
sell  within  a  few  years.  We  don't  take 
such  chances  today.”  The  fact  is  that 
•there  is  a  large  body  of  readers  who 
•  pay  for  reading  a  Hebrew  book, 
however  expensive  it  may  seem. 
"This  is  a  real  revolution.” 

Ohad  Zmora  was  bom  into  pub¬ 
lishing.  so  to  speak.  “As  a  boy  1  used 
to  help  my  father  handle  the  books 
he  printed.”  Mahbarot  le'Sifrut 
operated  from  Yisrael  Zmora's 
small  flat  somewhere  near  the 
Dizengoff  circle  in  Tel  Aviv  as  he 
couldn't  afford  to  rent  a  store.  Mah- 
brut  was  a  periodical  -  issued  very 
irregularly  -  which  spearheaded  the 
Siurm  and  Drang  generation  of  wri¬ 
ters  in  the  1930s,  of  whom  Natan 
Alterman  was  one  of  the  most 
famous.  The  publishing  business 
*..ew  out  of  the  periodical,  “just  as 
(Jallimard  took  its  roots  from 
.\ouvetle  Revue  Francaise.  My  father 
was  verv  impressed  by  the  French

IT  WAS  called  the  Beethoven  Ex¬ 
perience  19S7  in  the  Sinfonietta  pub¬ 
licity  -  a  collection  of  the  composer's 
works  including  the  fifth  piano,  the 
violin  and  the  triple  concertos,  two 
^pirias.  two  overtures,  and  the 
Seventh  Symphony,  which  the 
Beersheba -based  orchestra  has  been 
performing  throughout  the  country 
recently. 

Whatever  the  reasons  behind  the 
selection  for  the  Tel  Aviv  perform¬ 
ance.  the  experience  proved  rather 
one-sided.  The  great  works,  and 
especially  the  Sinfonietta  reading  of 
them,  stressed  the  srorm-and-srress 
strain  in  Beethoven  s  music  at  the 
expense  of  some  other  precious 
qualities. 

That  the  Sinfonietta  under  Mendi 
Rod  an  is  a  solidly  professional  en¬ 
semble  goes  almost  without  saying - 
the  few  rough  edges  on  Saturday 
night  did  little  to  dispel  this  view. 

*  indeed,  the  instrumental  sections  - 
the  woodwinds  in  particular  -  played 
w  rth  a  virtuoso  flair,  smoothly  inte¬ 
grated  into  an  orchestral  whole.  Yet 
only  in  the  third  and  part  of  the 
fourth  movements  of  the  symphony, 
could  the  bouncy  lightness  and 
textural  transparency  be  appreci¬ 
ated.  Elsewhere,  the  playing  lacked 
charin  and  the  sonorities  tended  to 
become  quite  rough.  The  lively 
acoustics  of  the  Recanati  Auditor¬ 
ium  certainly  did  not  help. 

In  the  two  arias,  Edda  Moser 
brought  an  overwhelming  dramatic 
presence  to  the  stage.  Even  if  her 

*  soprano  is  no  longer  as  bright  as  it 
might  have  been,  and  the  German 
enunciation  of  the  Fidelio  aria 
proved  clearer  than  the  Italian  in 
-Ah.  perfido!”,  the  singer's  hand¬ 
ling  of  the  demanding  numbers  re¬ 
vealed  an  artist  and  musician  of  the 
highest  order. 

The  pianist  Jerome  Lowenthal  has 
ket  none  of  the  electrifying  energy 


and  instrumental  brilliance  he  dis¬ 
played  when  he  was  last  heard  here. 
These  qualities  came  to  the  fore  in 
the  final  movement  of  the  “Emper¬ 
or”  concerto  -  a  scene  of  ali- 
en compassing,  joyous  abandon.

THE  VENERABLE  traditions  of 
Scandinavian  choral  music  were  up¬ 
held  in  good  style  as  conductor 
Ehntorp  took  his  group  through  a 
cape  11  a  selections  from  the  baroque, 
classical  and  contemporary  reper¬ 
toire.  Excepting  some  slight  shrill¬ 
ness  in  the  first  soprano  section,  the 
choral  blend  was  a  pleasure  to  hear, 
as  a  subtle  edge  of  white  sound 
gently  rounded  off  the  edges  and  lent 
an  admirable  balance  to  the  voice 
parts.  Especially  fine  were  the 
tenors,  who  came  through  with  full- 
bodied  richness  utterly  devoid  of  the 
stridency  to  which  local  concert- 
goers  have  long  grown  accustomed. 
As  a  whole,  the  group  exhibited  not 
only  great  sensitivity  to  the  express¬ 
ive"  potential  inherent  in  all  aspects 
of  their  music,  but  also  an  obvious 
joy  in  the  very  act  of  performance, 
an  attitude  which  quickly  infected 
the  audience  as  well. 

The  programme  was  weighted 
heavily  in  favour  of  contemporary 
Swedish  composition,  of  which  the 
group  may  justifiably  be  proud. 
Ahlen's  Summer  Hymn  made  the 
perfect  opening  professional,  and 
the  three  pieces  by  Lindberg,  parti¬ 
cularly  Whitsuntide,  were  delightful 
in  their  blending  of  fine  crafts¬ 
manship  and  youthful  freshness.  But 
the  highlight  for  this  reviewer  was 
two  motets  of  Nystedt,  a  superb 
composer  with  a  unique  and  excitidg 
approach  to  the  choral  medium. 

The  Motet  Choir  is  an  excellent 
representative  of  Sweden’s  choral 
heritage,  one  very  different  from  our 
own;  their  return  to  our  shores  is  to 
be  encouraged.

Advertisers’  watchdog 


literary  example.  No,  no,  be  never 
lived  in  France,  he  just  learned 
French  by  himself,  as  he  did  with  half 
a  dozen  other  languages.  His  only 
formal  education  was  the  heder  in  bis 
native  Bessarabia,”  Ohad  explains. 

At  the  age  of  14,  Yisrael  Zmora 
left  home,  heading,  for  Odessa, 
“where  Bialik  lived.”  He  regarded 
himself  as  a  sort  of  priest  of  Hebrew 
letters.  Came  the  revolution  with  its 
ideological  upheavals,  and  Zmora 
was  drafted  into  the  Red  Army. 
Being  one  of  the  few  literate  con¬ 
scripts,  he  was  made  clerk  of  his  unit. 
“One  of  the  first  things  he  did  was 
write  himself  a  leave  slip,  take  his 
young  wife  and  cross  the  border, 
clandestinely,  into  Romania.” 

A  few  years  later  found  him  in  Tel 
Aviv,  with  the  Hebrew  writing 
fraternity.  He  eeked  out  a  livelihood 
by  writing  reviews,  giving  lectures, 
and  doing  translations.  He  also  kept 
a  diary,  faithfully  jotting  down  mi¬ 
nute  details  about  the  writers  be 
met.  “It  was  a  momentous  period: 
Palestine  was  in  the  throes  of  a 
bloody  contest.  World  War  II  raged, 
and  reports  began  to  filter  in  on  tbe 
Holocaust;  but  there  was  practically 
no  mention  of  any  of  this  in  my 
fathers  notes.  His  was  a  world  of 
literature;  as  was  apparently  the 
world  of  most  of  his  contemporaries. 
Events  took  shape  for  them  only 
after  they  were  put  into  Hebrew 
words;  printed  in  black  on  white.” 
Ohad,  incidentally,  hesitates  to  pub¬ 
lish  these  diaries,  “they  are  too  out¬ 
spoken.  people  might  take 
umbrage.” 

Whatever  bis  merits  in  Hebrew 
literature,  Yisrael  Zmora  was  no 
businessman.  “I  tried  to  persuade 
my  father  to  supplement  the  purely 
literary  side  of  his  efforts  by  printing 
books  of  popular  appeal.  He, 
wouldn't  hear  of  it!”  Eventually;  o P 
course,  the  financial  affairs  of  Mah¬ 
barot  le’Sifrut  became  so  entangled 
that  the  publisher’s  two  sons  had  to 
step  in.  “it  took  me  three  years  to 
unravel  tbe  tangle.” 

Ohad  wasn't  overly  enthusiastic 
about  returning  to  publishing  -  he 
had  a  fine  career  in  journalism,  on 
the  editorial  staff  of  Davor.  But 
publishing  must  be  as  powerful  a  bug 
as  writing.  He  appears  to  be  doing 
splendid  business,  following  tbe 
advice  he  had  once  given  his  father. 

Publishing,  it  seems,  is  a  vocation, 
a  business,  a  gamble.  It’s  pursued 
with  dedication,  with  perseverance. 

And  with  luck. 


THE  ADVERTISING  Standards 
Authority  (ASA)  rarely  makes 
headlines  itself,  but  it  did  earlier  this 
year  when  it  censured  a  billboard  for 
the  Today  newspaper. 

More  than  200  members  of  the 
public  had  complained  to  ASA  -  the 
independent  watchdog  for  aJ!  adver¬ 
tisements  in  newspapers,  magazines, 
brochures  and  posters  -  about  the 
offensive  nature  of  tbe  boarding:  it 
showed  -  political  party  leaders 
Thatcher,  Kinnock  and  Owen  with 
nooses  around  their  necks,  above 
the  headline:  “Would  Britain  be 
better  off  with  a  Hung  Parliament?” 

ASA  chairman  Lord  McGregor;  a 
sharp,  genial  man  with  a  more  than 
passing  resemblance  to  gritty  British 
film  actor  Jack  Hawkins,  admits  that 
ASA  is  “not  usually  renowned  for  its 
speed.  But  in  this  case  we  were  quick 
off  the  mark.  After  all,  the  Today 
advertising  effort  was  one  of  the 
most  complained- a  bout  campaigns 
in  the  history  of  the  authority.” 

It  usually  takes  ASA  some  three 
months  to  filter  a  complaint  through 
its  secretariat  and  council,  but  in  this 
case  it  took  just  a  fortnight. 

Today,  grumbling  that  ASA  did 
□ot  know  what  it  was  talking  about, 
nevertheless  agreed  to  remove  the 
offending  posters  as  swiftly  as  possi¬ 
ble. 

The  controversial  nature  of  the 
Today  advert,  just  weeks  before  the 
general  election,  guaranteed  the 
ASA  action  considerable  coverage 
in  the  news  media.  Usually,  it  works 
more  quietly,  behind  the  scenes, 
acting  on  the  basis  of  just  one  or  two 
complaints. 

ASA  was  formed  in  1974  because 
then  consumer  affairs  minister  Shir-

ley  Williams  felt  that  the  degree  of 
regulation  in  advertising  was  insuffi¬ 
cient. 

Either  the  advertisers  could  set  up 
their  own  regulatory  body,  she  said, 
or  the  government  would  set  one  up 
for  them. 

Wisely,  they  chose  the  former 
course,  agreeing  to  pay  a  tiny  annual 
levy  to  ASA  and  to  establish  a  12- 
member  council.  Three  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  are  industry  experts,  while  the 
other  nine  are  independents  not  con¬ 
nected  with  the  advertising  industry. 

“When  I  took  over  the  chair¬ 
manship  in  1980,”  says  Lord  McGre¬ 
gor,  “there  was  still  a  great  deal  of 
scepticism  about  the  independence 
of  a  regulatory  body  run  -by  the 
industry  itself.  But  this  has  largely 
disappeared  now,  because  we  have 
'been  seen  to  bave  acted  truly  inde¬ 
pendently',  and  because  we  are  clear¬ 
ly  far  more  effective  than  the  con¬ 
sumer  protection  laws,  under  which 
cases  take  over  a  year  to  come  to 
court.” 

THE  ASA  CODE  requires  an 


advertisement  to  be  "legal,  decent, 
honest  and  truthful.”  four  qualities 
that  are  not  always  so  easy  to  estab¬ 
lish,  says  McGregor. 

“Legal”  is  straightforward,  in  that 
it  requires  that  advertisements  con¬ 
tain  nothing  in  breach  of  law.  omit 
nothing  the  law  requires,  and  do  not 
bring  the  law  into  disrepute.  "We 
offer  legal  advice  to  advertisers  who 
have  doubts  on  this  score,”  says 
McGregor. 

“Decency"  is  more  tricky,  he 
says,  because  it  is  so  subjective. 
Advertisers,  according  to  the  ASA 
code,  are  urged  to  avoid  unnecessary 
offence,  and  to  “respect  the  stan¬ 
dards  of  decency  and  propriety  that 
are  generally  accepted  in  the  United 
Kingdom.” 

Tlie  “honesty"  clause  is  designed 
to  prevent  adverts  that  exploit  the 
consumer's  lack  of  knowledge  or 
experience,  says  McGregor,  and  re¬ 
quires  advertisers  to  present  their 
case  in  an  easily  comprehensible 
manner. 

•  As  for  “truthful,”  this  clause 
states  that  “no  advertisement, 
whether  by  inaccuracy,  ambiguity, 
exaggeration,  omission  or  other¬ 
wise,  should  mislead  consumers.”  It 
is  from  these  last  two  clauses  that  the 
majority  of  complaints  to  ASA  stem. 

THE  PRODUCT  group  most  com¬ 
plained  about  is  holidays,  with  con¬ 
sumers  bemoaning  such  trifles  as 
their  hotels  being  unfinished,  or 
further  from  the  beach  than  adver¬ 
tised,  or  featuring  unadvertised  un¬ 
savoury  creatures  in  the  bedrooms 
or  inedible  meals. 

Number  two  on  the  list  of  product 
groups  is  cars,  where  advertisers 


.  have  been  known  to  exaggerate  the 
capabilities  of  rite  vehicles. 

“We  assume  that  advertisers  are 
guilty  until  proven  innocent,” 
McGregor  points  out,  “and  if  an 
advertiser  cannot  substantiate  a 
claim  he  makes  in  an  advertisement, 
then  we  ask  him  to  withdraw  it.” 

And  so  it  was  with  a  Volvo  advert 
earlier  this  year  which  claimed  that 
the  Volvo  740  Turbo  Estate  was  ‘‘the 
only  souped-up  car  that  can  cany 
3.988  cans  of  soup”  and  featured  an 
accompanying  photo  of  the  car 
loaded  exactly  thus. 

Unfortunately  for  Volvo,  keen- 
eyed  consumersfrom  Bishops  Stort- 
ford  and  Cambridge  were  nor  con¬ 
vinced.  and  wrote  to  ASA  to  say  that 
the  weight  of  the  cans  would  far 
exceed  the  maximum  payload  of  the 
car,  and  that  it  would  be  impossible 
to  drive  with  such  a  load. 

The  advertisers'  protests  that  it 
was  only  a  humorous  play  on  the 
words  “souped-up,”  and  that  the  car 
could  indeed  hold  that  many  soup 
cans,  were  in  vain.  The  car  could  not 
be  driven  with  such  a  load.  The 
advert  had  to  go. 

Further  down  on  the  list  of  com¬ 
plaints  come  such  items  as  slimming 
aids  and  hair  restorers. 

McGregor  is  rather  proud  of 
ASA's  work  concerning  these  two 
products,  and  asserts  that  “one  need 
only  cross  to  France  to  find  an 
abundance  of  so-called  slimming 


aids  that  cannot  be  advertised  ns 
such  here.” 

WITHOUT  the  authority  of  the 
courts  to  back  it.  ASA  must  rely  on 
cooperation  from  the  newspaper?  to 
clamp  down  on  advertisements  that 
breach  its  code. 

“Obviously,  our  first  step  is  to  ask 
advertisers  to  change  or  withdraw 
their  advertisement.  If  they  refuse, 
then  they  get  lots  of  adverse  public¬ 
ity  in  our  monthly  report,  and  we  ask 
the  print  media  not  to  run  the 
offending  adverts. 

"This  costs  them  money,  but  they 
are  generally  extremely  cooperative. 
Like  the  rest  of  the  industry,  they 
recognize  the  importance  of  main¬ 
taining  integrity  in  ilie  advertise¬ 
ments  they  carry.”  McGrcaor  says. 

Complaints  to  ASA  increase  ev¬ 
ery  year,  with  9.000  complaints  in 
1986.  of  which  3.(X)0  were  seriously 
pursued. 

“That  is  not  to  say  that  more  adver¬ 
tisers  are  breaching  the  code,  but 
rather  that  consumers  are  becoming 
increasingly  aware  of  our  work,  and 
the  public  is  more  disposed  to  com¬ 
plain  in  general. 

"In  fact.”  McGregor  concludes, 
“the  conduct  of  advertisers  is  impro¬ 
ving.  They  are  learning  that  confi¬ 
dence  in  advertisements  is  a  great 
promoter  of  trade.  Advertisers  do 
themselves  well  by  being  good  to  the 
consumer.”

A  series  of  recent  deals  at  home 
and  abroad  have  made  dear  that 
Bank  Leumi  is  undertaking  new  and 
agressive  policies  with  its  overseas 
ranking  subsidiaries  and  its  JocaJ 
non-banking  holdings. 

The  recent  Leumi  (Britain)  deal, 
due  to  be  appioved  by  the  sharehol¬ 
ders  at  an  extraordinary  general 
meeting  next  week,  is  in  feet  the 
second  such  to  be  made  this  year.  It 
involves  the  sale  of  510,000  new 
ordinary  shares  in  the  London-based 
bank,  which  is  quoted  on  the  Lon¬ 
don  Stock  Exchange,  at  400  pence 
per  share,  to  Dicorp  Holdings  Ltd., 
which  is  itself  a  subsidiary  of  the 
giant  De  Beers  Consolidated  Mines 
Ltd.  Dicorp  has  nominated  Timothy 
W.H.  Capon  to  Leumi  Britiain’s 
board  to  represent  its  8.8  per  cent 
stake  in  the  bank. 

In  a  very  similar  deal  in  March  this 
year,  Leumi  (Britain)  made  another 
private  placement,  also  of  510,000 
shares,  to  CP  Holdings  Ltd.,  a  Brit¬ 
ish  investment  company.  CP's  chair¬ 
man.  Bernard  Schreier.  who  built  up 
the  £100  million  company  from 
scratch,  also  joined  Leumi  Britain's 
board  -  but  he  paid  only  £1.8  mil¬ 
lion,  compared  with  Dicorp's 
pounds  £2m. 

All  the  new  capital  is  going  to 
finance  Leumi  Britain’s  expansion, 
especially  into  the  lucrative  private 
banking  and  investment  services  that 
figured  prominently  in  last  year’s 
over-50  per  cent  jump  in  profits  to 
£1.6m.  The  Israeli  parent  is  not 
allowed,  under  Bank  of  Israel  rules, 
to  invest  more  money  in  its  foreign 
operations,  leaving  it  increased  local 
participation  as  the  only  path  to 
growth. 

The  pattern  of  reducing  own¬ 
ership  of  overseas  units  was  set  in 
March  1986,  when  Leumi  Switzer¬ 
land  sold  a  10  per  cent  stake  for  12 
million  Swiss  francs  to  none  other 
than  Dicorp.  That  time,  however, 
the  man  to  join  the  board  was  A.G. 
Doe.

WORLD  BUSINESS  IN  BRIEF 


U.S.  economy 
grew  at  4.8% 
rate  in  quarter 

WASHINGTON  (AP).  -  The  U.S. 
economy  grew  at  a  sizzling  4.8  per 
cent  annual  rate  in  the  first  three 
months  of  1987.  substantially  higher 
than  previously  thought,  the  govern¬ 
ment  said  yesterday. 

Analysts,  however,  cautioned  that 
the  performance  of  the  gross  nation¬ 
al  product  deceptively  overstated 
the  strength  in  the  economy  and  they 
continued  to  predict  a  sharp  drop  in 
the  growth  rate  for  the  April-June 
quarter. 


The  new  report  reflected  mi  up¬ 
ward  revision  from  a  month  ago, 
when  the  government  estimated 
GNP  growth  at  4.4  per  cent  in  the 
January-March  quarter. 

Inflation  shot  up  as  well,  however, 
with  an  inflation  index  tied  to  the 
GNP  rising  at  a  4.2  per  cent  annual 
rate,  the  fastest  pace  in  three  years. 
THE  DOLLAR  made  new  gains 
yesterday,  trading  over  145  yen  in 
Tokyo,  and  booming  stock  markets 
around  the  globe  pushed  farther  Into 
record  territory. 

“The  concerns  that  were  weighing 
on  the  market  in  April  and  May  have 
eased  significantly."  said  Monte 
Gordon,  analyst,  at  New  York 


brokerage  Dreyfus  Corp.,  in  a  com¬ 
ment  on  Wall  Street’s  rebound.  (See 
New  York  Financial  Markets  on 
page  7  for  last  prices  yesterday.) 

The  dollar  closed  higher  in  Tokyo, 
at  145. 10  yen.  up  from  144.70  in  New 
York  Tuesday  night.  It  traded  in 
Europe  yesterday  around  144.82  yen 
and  1.829  Deutschmarks. 

Some  European  dealers  said  the 
dollar's  present  strength  was  “tech¬ 
nical,"  bat  others  saw  a  subtle 
change  of  sentiment  towards  the 
dollar. 

London  brokers  cited  Wall 
Street’s  overnight  rise  as  a  factor 
behind  a  firm  opening  on  the  Lon¬ 
don  stock  market.  At  14:30  GMT 
the  Financial  Times  index  of  100 
leading  shares  was  up  11.5  to  2320.5,

However,  Leumi  has 
traditionally  held  the  bulk  of  the 
company’s  shares,  but  this  policy  of 
maintaining  holdings  in  non- 
finandal  companies  is  now  being 
reversed  under  the  bank’s  new  man¬ 
agement. 

Thus  in  late  May  the  bank  sold  a 
I  block  of  shares  in  ILDC^  equivalent 
to  some  15  per  cent  of  the  total 
equity,  to  the  provident  funds  con¬ 
trolled  by  Leumi.  The  deal  was 
worth  some  S12  million  and  was 
made  at  a  price  15  percent  below  the 
then  market  price  of  ILDC  shares. 
Even  after  the  sale  of  this  block, 
Leumi  still  holds  almost  half  the 
shares  of  ILDC.  The  fact  that  it  now 
has  less  than  50  per  cent  of  the  equity 
does  not  affect  control,  because  this 
is  exercised  by  founders’  shares  held 
bytheWZO. 

The  most  dramatic  element  of  the 
"disinvestment  policy  has  been  the 
winding-down  of  the  Leumi  Invest¬ 
ment  Co. ,  especially  in  the  ventures 
it  made  with  the  ill-fated  Danot 
Investment  Co.  These  investments, 
both  in  the  high-technology  start-ups 
and  in  existing  companies,  caused 
enormous  losses  to  the  bank  in  re¬ 
cent  years.  Over  recent  months  they 
have  been  sold  off  where  possible 
and  closed  down  where  there  was  no 
alternative. 

Even  in  the  first  quarter  of  1987, 
Leumi  lost  a  total  of  N1S  10  million 
from1  its  non-bank  subsidiaries. 
However,  bank  sources  claim  that 
the  liquidation  process  is  almost  over 
and  the  hemonrhaging  will  be  stop¬ 
ped  in  the  next  few  months.

It  should  be  noted  that  in  considering  tax-planning 
devices,  the  law  entitles  tax  assessing  officers  to  disallow 
artificial  or  fictitous  measures,  by  which  the  law  means 
transactions  whose  sole  purpose  is  to  reduce  or  avoid  tax, 
or  transactions  that  never  actually  occurred  or  whose 
main,  aim  is  to  improper  tax  avoidance. 

ASSESSED  LOSSES:  Under  Israeli  law,  assessed  losses 
incurred  by  a  person  from  a  business,  trade  or  profession 
may  be  set  off  against  taxable  income  from  all  other 
sources  in  the  year  the  Loss  is  incurred.  In  the  event  the 
loss,  or  part  of  it.  is  carried  forward  to  subsequent  years, 
then  the  loss  can  only  be  set  off  against  taxable  income 
(including  capital  gains)  earned  from  a  business,  trade  or 
profession. 

An  individual  may  not  sell  or  transfer  his  “assessed 
losses"  to  someone  else.  Losses  in  a  company  may. 
however,  be  utilized  for  set-off  against  profits  should 
new  shareholders  lake  over,  since  the  company  has  its 
own  tax  identity.  The  authorities,  however,  require  there 
to  be  a  good  business  reason  for  the  acquisition.  Thus, 
upon  entering  into  an  agreement  for  the  acquisition  of  a 
company  with  assessed  losses,  care  must  be  exercised  in 
ensuring  that  there  exists  an  additional  reason  for

acquiring  the  company,  other  than  the  tax  benefit  from 
its  assessed  losses. 

This  factor  was  brought  home  forcibly  in  the  Mafi  Ltd. 
case,  where  the  court  held  that  the  transaction  was 
artificial,  since  it  had  no  purpose  other  than  that  of 
tax-saving.  Under  Israeli  law,  a  merger  of  two  companies 
for  the  sake  of  utilizing  the  assessed  loss  of  one  of  them  is 
not  possible  and  the  loss  would  be  “wasted,"  unless  the 
companies  merging  fall  within  the  ambit  of  the  Law  for 
the  Encouragement  of  Industry,  Where  the  law  does 
permit  utilization  of  an  assessed  loss,  it  is  probably 
advisable  to  allow  the  company  “with  losses"  to  absorb 
die  other  profitable  company. 

UTILIZING  TAX  BENEFITS:  The  ordinary  rates  of 
depredation  stipulated  in  the  tax  by-laws  are  generally 
low.  It  is,  therefore,  wise  to  plan  one's  affairs  so  as  to 
obtain  the  maximum  benefit  of  tax  shelters.  This  may, 
for  example,  necessitate  splitting  or  separating  opera¬ 
tions  in  a  business  and  setting  up  separate  entities  to 
obtain  industrial-enterprise  status,  which  carries  with  it 
certain  tax  benefits.  ' 

Goodwill  may  not  be  amortized  for  tax  purposes.  On 
the  acquisition  of  a  business,  it  may.  therefore,  be 
advisable  for  the  purchaser  to  give  close  attention  to  the 
values  of  the  various  underlying  assets  of  the  business, 
unless  the  purchaser  is  buying  the  business  for  resale 
purposes.  (The  seller’s  considerations  may  be  the  re¬ 
verse,  as  be  may  wish  to  avoid  paying  capita)  gains  taxes.) 
In  addition,  goodwill  is  a  fixed  ("protected")  asset  in 
terms  of  the  law  governing  inflationary  taxation  and  thus 
has  a  “negative"  influence  on  taxable  income  from  the 
taxpayer’s  viewpoint.

Bid  today  to  break 
wage-talk  deadlock

Histadrut  and  Treasury  officials 
are  scheduled  to  meet  this  morning 
in  Tel  Aviv  in  a  bid  to  end  the 
impasse  in  the  public-sector  wage 
negotiations. 

.Histadrut  officials  are  adamant 
that  the  Treasury  must  change  its 
attitude  if  any  progress  is  to  be  made 
in  the  talks. 

The  Histadiut’s  chief  negotiator, 
trade,  union  department  head  Haim 
Haberfield,  reportedly  warned  on 
Tuesday  that  he  would  not  show  up 
at  today’s  meeting  if  he  tod  not 
receive  some  new  proposals  from  the 
Treasury  with  regard  to  Histadrut 
demands.  But  officials  in  both  the 
trade  union  department  and  toe 
Treasury  said  yesterday  that  they 
expect  today’s  talks  to  go  ahead  as 

planned. 

The  Histadrut  is  refusing  to  relent 
on  its  demand  for  pay  rises,  saying 
that  there  has,  been  a  10  per  cent 
erosion  in  public  sector  wages  since 
the  beginning  of  the  economic  recov¬ 
ery  plan. 

.  Bur  the  Treasury  maintains  no 
further  wage  increase  can  be  ex-

pected  because  wages  have  risen  30 
per  cent  since  September  1986.  The 
Treasury  bases  this  figure  on  incre¬

Trade  union  department  officials 
said  yesterday  that  if  the  Treasury 
continues  to  adopt  this  position,  the 
chances  of  a  labour  confrontation 
are  high.  They  warned  that  puUio- 
sector  workers  have  no  patience  for 
prolonged  negotiations  and  that 
wild-cat  strikes  are  likely  to  break 
out.

Bank  rules  eased  fof  tourists

Tourists  on  extended  visits  to 
Israel  who  have  foreign  currency 
accounts  in  local  banks  will  be  able 
to  make  unlimited  cash  deposits  for  a 
period  of  45  days  from  their  arrival  in 
the  country,  the  Bank  of  Israel 
announced  Tuesday. 

The  change  is  one  of  a  series  of 
relaxations  in  foreign  currency  reg¬ 
ulations  unveiled  by  the  central 
bank* 

Until  now,' tourists  had  had  to 
deposit  toe  money  within  10  days  of 
their -arrival  if  they  wanted  to  be 
allowed  to  withdraw  it  later  as  cash. 
Withdrawals  by  cheque  or  bank 
transfer  were  not  restricted.

Paz  Oil  Co.  -  who  transfer  the  crude 
to  the  refineries  on  a  cost-plus  baas. 
The  three  companies  operate  under 
toe  “Gilboa  agreement,”  a  formal 
pact  that  gives  45  per  cent  of  toe 
market  to  Paz,  35  per  cent  to  Delek 
and  25  per  cent  to  Sonol. 

The  oil  companies  have  bitterly 
opposed  the  Energy  Ministry’s  re¬ 
form  plan,  and  have  warned  that  a 
sharp  jump  in  oil  prices  could  un¬ 
hinge  any  deregulation  plan. 

Still,  Shahal  said  he  hoped  to  press 
on  without  the  second  phase  of  liber¬ 
alization  later  on  this  year,  freeing 
all  petroleum  users  to  cut  their  own 
deals  on  the  world  market. 

The  deregulation  plan  makes  allo¬ 
wances  for  Israel’s  long-term  oil  con¬ 
tracts  and  security  considerations  by 
letting  the  ministry  direct  buyers  to  a 
certain  producer  -  for  example 
Egypt  -  and  then  making  up  the 
differential  in  the  world  price.

The  regulations  were  changed  fol¬ 
lowing  complaints  from  tourists, 
who  said  they  often  did  not  have 
time  to  transact  bank  business  in  toe 
first  10  days  of  their  visit. 

Other  minor  changes  were  made 
in  the  roles  governing  transfers  ,  of 
foreign  currency  by  importers  and 
exporters.  TTie  moves  were  ex¬ 
plained  by  the  central  bank  as  being 
aimed  at  eliminating  irksome  and 
superfluous  controls. 

The  bank  rejected  the  suggestion 
that  the  controls  be  abolished 
altogether.

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A  government  on  “hold” 


FOOTDRAGGING,  often  in  the  wake  of  a  headlong  rush  to 
folly,  is  a  time-honoured  governmental  practice  in  Israel.  But 
the  tendency  seems  never  to  have  been  as  strong  as  it  is  under 
the  so-called  national  unity  government  today  to  push  matters 
of  state  to  the  brink,  and  then  to  place  them  on  “hold"  for  as 
long  as  possible. 

Take  the  small  matter  of  university  tuition  fees.  Four  weeks 
ago  the  cabinet  decided  by  a  slim  majority  of  the  Likud  and  its 
friends  to  set  up  a  two-tier  fee  scheme  for  the  next  academic 
year.  Its  thrust  was  to  favour  army  graduates,  meaning  most  of 
the  Jewish  students,  over  students  exempted  from  army 
service,  meaning  the  majority  of  Arab  students. 

No  staff  work  had  preceded  the  taking  of  the  decision,  for  no 
cabinet  staff  is  in  existence,  and  when  the  universities,  and  a 
large  part  of  the  country,  exploded  in  indignant  protest  the 
cabinet  majority  was  stunned. 

Last  Sunday  the  decision  was  back  on  the  cabinet's  agenda 
for  a  review.  A  proposal  to  turn  the  matter  over  to  a  public 
committee  -  the  classic  footdragging  device  -  was  narrowly 
defeated.  Instead,  the  cabinet  formed  an  ad  hoc  committee  of 
Likud  and  Alignment  ministers  to  settle  the  dispute.  For  the 
moment,  the  matter  is  on  “hold.1’ 

-  In  another  non-action  that  day  the  cabinet  chose  to  wait  for  a 
report  by  Industry  and  Trade  Minister  Ariel  Sharon  about  his 
“negotiations"  with  the  chief  rabbis  in  the  matter  of  shmitta- 
year  wheat.  Earlier  Mr.  Sharon  had  effectively  circumvented 
the  chief  rabbis  in  an  effort  to  accommodate  their  opponenets 
in  die  ultra-Orthodox  haredi  establishment,  whose  purpose,  as 
an  aide  to  the  Sephardi  chief  rabbi  has  suggested,  is  “to  make 
the  whole  state  their  Sbabbat  goy." 

For  the  moment  that  matter,  too,  is  on  “bold,"  allowing  Mr. 
Sharon  some  more  time  to  prove  himself  innocent  of  the 
charges  of  trafficking  in  shmitta- year  wheat,  at  the  expense  of 
the  wheat  growers  and  the  Treasury,  in  order  to  buy  haredi 
votes  for  the  Likud.  The  resolution  of  that  controversy  will  only 
decide  how  fast,  or  how  slow,  the  pace  of  Israel's  “harediza- 
tion”  will  be. 

Now  take  the  Lavi.  The  decision  on  its  future  may  determine 
the  country's  capacity  to  defend  itself,  and  the  friture  of  its 
economy.  During  the  past  four  weeks  the  cabinet,  sitting  as  a 
Ministerial  Defence  Committee  -  again  because  of  the  lack  of 
preliminary  staff  work  -  devoted  throe  sessions  to  the  hearing 
of  military  views  in  the  matter  of  the  Lavi,  but  has  only  started  a 
discussion  that  is  likely  to  drag  on  for  several  more  weeks. 

Having  been  content  for  some  seven  years  to  let  the 
“experts"  -  despite  occasional  questioning  from  the  outside  - 
handle  the  Lavi  their  own  way,  the  cabinet  is  now  reluctant  to 
reverse  course,  no  matter  how  pressing  this  may  appear.  In  the 
meantime  there  is  talk  of  -  what  else?  -  setting  up  a  committee 
of-xninisters  to  help  resolve  the  issue,  which  in  the  meantime  is 
on  -  what  else?  -  “hold.” 

Another  not  entirely  insignificant  matter  of  state  is  on  “hold" 
because  half  the  cabinet— and,  more  importantly,  half  the  inner 
cabinet -is  determined  to  keep  it  there.  If  it  cannot  sweep  it  off 
the  governmental  agenda  altogether. 

The  prime  minister  is  well  aware  that  his  proposal  for  a 
“regional  peace  conference”  is  a  non-starter.  But  that  is 
precisely  why  he  has  made  it.  He  also  knows  that  the  foreign . 
minister’s  idea,  suggested  by  the  Jordanians,  for  direct  negotia¬ 
tions  under  a  symbolic  international  umbrella,  has  at  least  a 
fighting  chance.  That  is  why  he  and  his  Likud  colleagues  will 
have  none  of  it.  They  would  rather  have  the  status  quo  forever 
than  any  peace  involving  territorial  compromise. 

The  best  that  Mr.  Feres  can  thus  reasonably  expect  during 
the  lifetime  of  the  present  government  under  Mr.  Shamir's 
premiership  is  that  his  own  proposal  remain  on  “hold,"  so  that 
he  can  at  least  continue  his  efforts  to  gain  support  for  it  outside 
Israel's  borders.  It  may  seem  a  strange  method  to  run  a  foreign 
policy  of  peace-seeking,  but  the  Likud/ Alignment  deadlock 
permits  none  other. 


Egged’s  blackmail 


BACK  TO  THE  old  days:  Egged,  the  country’s  monopoly  bus 
cooperative,  is  disrupting  its  own  regular  service  again. 

Not,  heaven  forbid,  to  annoy  anyone,  explains  Egged’s 
spokesman,  but  simply  because  it  can  no  longer  pay  suppliers, 
which  in  turn  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  government-  meaning 
the  Ministry  of  Transport  -  refuses  to  shell  out  the  monies  the 
co-op  expects  of  it.  So  for  this  reason  Egged’s  undertaking  to 
abstain  from  any  strike  action  until  July  IS  -  the  agreed 
deadline  for  the  co-op  and  the  ministry  reaching  a  new  financial 
arrangement  -  does  not  hold. 

Egged  believes  the  government  owes  it  a  large  sum  to  help 
defray  the  cost  of  purchasing  1,100  new  buses.  The  ministry 
says  it  owes  the  co-op  nothing  of  the  sort,  and  suggests  that 
Egged  would  have  no  money  problems  had  it  been  less 
recklessly  generous  to  its  own  members.  The  interested  bus¬ 
riding  public  cannot  even  begin  to  figure  out  which  party  it 
should  believe,  or  in  what  measure. 

Nor  should  it  even  begin  to  do  so.  The  bus-riding  public, 
whose  interest  is  in  normal  times  focused  on  the  quality  of  the 
service  provided  by  the  two  survivors  of  the  great  merger 
movements  of  the  1940s  and  the  1950s,  Egged  and  Dan,  should 
do  something  else .  It  should  insist,  first,  on  an  immediate  end  to 
the  present  scandal  of  a  wildcat  bus  strike.  Second,  it  should 
insist  that  an  arrangement  be  worked  out  to  put  paid  to  this 
recurring  scandal  by  making  the  monopolistic  bus  co-ops  at 
long  last  subject  to  effective  public  control. 

At  the  moment,  as  for  decades  before,  the  bus  co-ops, 
formally  democratic  self-managing  bodies  affiliated  with  the 
Histadrut,  are  immune  to  such  control  in  most  aspects  of  their 
operations.  Neither  the  Ministry  of  Transport,  nor  the  Reg¬ 
istrar  of  Cooperative  Societies,  nor  the  municipalities  con¬ 
cerned  nOr  the  Histadrut  have  the  faintest  notion  of  how  the  bus 
co-ops  manage  their  internal  affairs,  and  what  the  true  basis  for 
their  claims  for  financial  assistance  oould  be. 

The  bus  co-ops  are  public  utilities,  but  they  are  not  public 
charities.  When  the  government  bids  them  maintain  service  at 
less  than  profit-making  fares  and  along  loss-bearing  routes,  or 
even  to  re-equip  themselves  at  considerable  expense,  a  com¬ 
pensation  is  plainly  due.  But  the  size  of  the  compensation  can 
be  reliably  determined  only  from  dear,  detailed,  regular  and 
up-to-date  information  on  the  co-ops'  operations,  for  which  an 
occasional  State  Comptroller's  report  can  be  no  substitute. 

Such  information  has  never  been  supplied,  and  the  bus 
co-ops  -  notably  Egged  -  .seem  to  consider  it  beneath  their 
democratic  dignity  to  supply  it.  The  very  notion  of  effective 
public  control  and  accountability  is  anathema  to  them. 

Egged,  for  one,  has  only  itself  to  blame  if,  in  the  circum¬ 
stances,  it  is  widely  viewed  as  but  a  monopolistic  capitalist  wolf 
in  cooperative  sheep's  clothing.  If  it  cannot  be  made  to  bend  to 
effective  public  control,  and  if  nationalization  is  not  a  viable 
option,  then  ways  mil  have  to  be  devised  to  deprive  Egged  of  its 
present  monopoly. 
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THE  YEAR  2002  has  been  forecast  as  the  time 
when  Israel's  “demographic  hell"  will  occur. 
In  that  year,  there  will  be  4.2  minion  Jews  and 
3.5  million  Arabs  living  under  Israeli  rule 
(Amos  Levav,  in  Ma’anv,  June  2,  on  the 
repercussions  of  the  Six  Day  War). 

Anyone  disregarding  this  forecast  is  deliber¬ 
ately  sticking  his  bead  in  the  sand.  But  such 
forecasts  have  been  repeatedly  published  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  10  years.  We  systematically  disre¬ 
gard  the  facts  that  out  of  every  100  babies  born 
west  of  the  River  Jordan,  47  are  not  Jewish, 
that  in  the  Gaza  Strip  alone  there  will  be  one 
million  inhabitants. 

A  process  has  been  'set  in  motion  which  is 
leading  to  our  inevitable  transformation  into  a 
sort  of  Lebanon  where  the  prevailing  system  is 
“catch  as  catch  can,"  or  a  South  Africa,  where 
the  majority  does  not  enjoy  equal  rights,  and  is 
physically  segregated.  If  we  should  give  every¬ 
one  full  political  rights,  including  vo  tingrights, 
we  shall  turn  into  a  bi-national  state,  and  in  the 
year  2002,  a  total  of  50  of  the  120  Knesset 
members  will  be  Arabs.  That  will  be  democra¬ 
tic,  but  Israel  will  cease  to  be  the  State  of  the 
Jews  in  Eretz  Yisrael. 

Whether  anarchy,  apartheid  or  bmational- 
ism  prevails  in  the  country,  how  will  we 
continue  to  serve  as  a  focus  of  identification 
and  attraction  to  Diaspora  Jews,  or  to  our  own 
countrymen  who  have  not  lost  all  moral  and

social  sensitivities? 

Hie  Six  Day  War  did  not  resolve  our  prob¬ 
lem  with  our  neighbours  -  but  it  did  offer 
prospects  for  finding  a  solution.  These  pros¬ 
pects  could  be  irreversibly  lost  in  the  near 
future. 

One  does  hot  have  to  wait  for  the  year  2002. 
It  is  happening  today,  and  if  we  believe  that 
one  must  think  before  one  acts,  let  us  not  wait 
for  “hell”  to  take  over.  We  must  stop  it  in  good 
time,  through  a  policy  of  our  own  initiative. 


OF  COURSE,  the  most  desirable  outcome  is  a 
comprehensive  peace,  with  adequate  security 
provisions  for  Israel,  reached  through  direct 
negotiations.  The  opening  can  be  an  interna¬ 


tional  conference,  but  this  is  merely  a  means. 
The  goal  is  peace. 

But  this  does  not  seem  to  be  a  goal  which  is 
obtainable  in  a  single  leap.  The  gap  between 
even  moderate  Israelis  on  the  one  hand  and 
moderate  Jordanians  and  Palestinians,  on  the 
other,  is  still  very  wide.  Therefore,  interim 
arrangements  with  Jordan  and  the  Palesti¬ 
nians,  which  will  gradually  lead  to  a  compre¬ 
hensive  peace,  are  necessary. 

These  may  be  territorial,  functional  or  a 
combination  of  the  two.  They  might  be  ap¬ 
plied,  first  of  all.  in  the  densely  populated 
territories  of  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza  Strip, 
which  may  eventually  be  handed  over  to  a 
Jordanian-Palestinian  state,  within  the 


framework  of  a  permanent  peace  senfrmem 
between  Israel  and  such  a  , 

But  even  if  no  interim  atrangemefit  » 
attained,  we  must  not  accommodate  winch* 
to  a  sratus  quo  which  is  leading  to  a  cat*, 
trophic  political  structure  or  regime  in  Israel.  Tf 
there  is  no  agreement  we  must  unilaterally 
introduce  such  an  interim  arrangement,  m  the 
densely-populated  areas  of  the  W »t  Bank  and 
Gaza  Strip  -  excluding  the  Jordan  Rift,  ifa 
Jerusalem  district.  Gush  Euaon.  and  Severn} 
other  Jewish  settled  areas. 

Within  the  framework  of  this  arrangement, 
the  Arab  municipalities  will  be  nven  fog 
responsibility  for  internal  matters.  The  IDF 
will  remain  in  locations  decided  by  the  govern, 
ment  and  general  staff,  and  will  intervene  onh 
if  there  is  a  danger  to  Israel  s  security,  a 
disturbance  to  the  free  movement  to  and  from 
the  Jewish  settlements,  or  a  threat  to  their

“AMERICAN  Jews  are  up  in  arms 
over  what  they  see  as  the  latest 
attempt  to  push  through  a  change  in 
the  Law  of  Return,  albeit  one  which 
would  not  alter  the  law  itself,"  said  a 
report  in  The  Jerusalem  Post  (June 
8). 

My  first  thought  was  that  Ortho¬ 
dox  circles  in  the  U.S.,  led  by  the 
Lubavitcher  rebbe,  who  have  been 
conducting  a  fierce  campaign  for  an 
amendment  to  the  Law  of  Return 
that  would  unequivocally  invalidate 
all  but  halachic  conversions  to  Juda¬ 
ism,  were  Upset  over  the  proposed 
“change...  which  would  not  alter  the 
law.”  Wouldn't  you  be  upset  if  you 
expected  a  basic  alteration  and  all 
you  got  was  a  superficial  change? 

Reading  on,  I  learned  by  implica¬ 
tion  what  was  explicitly  said  in  the 
headline,  "U.S.  Jews  angered  by 
moves  to  placate  Shas...”  The  story 
tells  of  a  proposed  regulation  that 
would  require  the  rabbinical  court  of 
each  Israeli  locality  to  validate  the 
conversion  to  Judaism  of  any  resi¬ 
dent  of  that  locality.

Who  speaks  for  whom? 


Now  I  wondered  which,  and  how 
many,  American  Jews  were  reaching 
for  their  muskets.  Die  first  hint  was 
that  “at  a  meeting  with  the  Presi¬ 
dents’  Conference  Last  week,  the 
heads  of  the  leading  American  Jew¬ 
ish  organizations  blasted  Industry 


and  Trade  Minister  Ariel  Sharon 
over  the  issue...”  Which  are  “the 
leading  American  Jewish  organiza¬ 
tions”  among  the  constituents  of  the 
“Conference  of  Presidents  of  Major 
American  Jewish  Organizations"? 
The  story  does  not  name  them.  Who 
decided  which  they  are?  The  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Israeli  office  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Jewish  Congress,  which  is 
known  to  consider  itself  very,  very 
leading.  And  his  report  of  Sharon's 
having  been  blasted,  quoted  in  full 
above,  is  all  the  evidence  that  story 
gives  for  the  assertion  that  American 
Jews  are  up  in  arms  over  the  issue. 
The  director  of  the  United  Jewish 
Appeal-Israel  Operations  is  re¬ 
ported  to  have  “received  representa¬ 
tions  from  U.S.  Jewry  over  the  con¬ 
flict’’  (which  he  conveyed  to  the 
prime  minister),  but  that  is  neither 
here  nor  there. 

The  AJC  official  characterized  the 
“Who  is  a  Jew”  matter  as  a  “ride 
issue."  there  are 'certain  indications 
that  it  may  even  be  a  pseudo-issue.

LET  US  look  at  another  assessment. 
“Most  American  Jews  are  not  dis¬ 
turbed  by,  nor  are  they  particularly 
concerned  about,  the  whole  issue  of 
religion  and  state  in  Israel.’’  So  re¬ 
ported  Rutgers  University  sociology 
Professor  Chaim  Waxman  at  the 
recent  conference  on  “Religion  and 
State  in  tire  Perspectives  of  Israel 
and  World  Jewry”  at  Bar-Dan  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  based  himself  on  the 
just-published  1986  National  Survey 
of  American  Jews ,  conducted  for  the 
American  Jewish  Committee  by 
Queens  College  and  Brandeis  Uni¬ 
versity  Sociology  Professor  Steven 
Coheir. 

The  survey  found  that  only  a  little 


over  one  fourth  of  American  Jews 
are  “deeply  sensitive  to  denomina¬ 
tional  issues  in  Israel,”  and  less  than 
one  third  consider  that  Conservative 
and  Reform  Jews  are  being  treated 
“unfairly"  -  from  “somewhat”  to 
“very”  -  here. 

And  about  70  per  cent  are  mod¬ 
erately  to  highly  sympathetic  to 
Israeli  Orthodoxy.  Waxman  said 
that  this  was  “highly  remarkable, 
since  the  Orthodox  comprise  a  re¬ 
latively  small  minority  of  American 
Jewry  and  both  the  rabbinical  and 
synagogue  organizations  of  Reform 
and  Conservatism  in  the  United 
States  have  frequently  protested 
against  the  Orthodox  monopoly 
.  over  the  rabbinate  in  Israel  and  the 
discrimination  against  non- 
Orthodoxy  there.” 

Cohen  himself  notes  that  in  all 
American  Jewish  religious  groups, 
“respondents  who  were  more  sym¬ 
pathetic  to  Israeli  Orthodoxy  were 
also  more  attached  to  Israel,"  and,

'  THE  COST  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION 


POLITICAL  EXPEDIENCY 


To  the  Editor  of  The  Jerusalem  Post 

Sir,  -  Irving  Kalet’s  “Case  for  free 
education”  (June  7)  may  sound 
reasonable  to  an  academic  who 
makes  his  living  from  an  ever- 
expanding  academic  establishment. 
However,  he  said  nothing  about  the 
vast  expense  of  maintaining  four 
medical  schools  for  a  population  of 
four  million.  For  instance,  the  north¬ 
west  of  the  U.S.,  including  the  states 
of  Washington,  Alaska,  Montana 
and  Idaho,  with  a  population  well 
exceeding  that  number,  makes  do 
with  one  medical  school  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Washington  in  Seattle.  Far 
too  many  Israeli  doctors  are  found  in 
the  U.S.  because  we  produce  too 
many  of  them  in  Israel  and  thus 
subsidize  their  yerida. 

Mr-  Kalet’s  free  education  at  the 
Qty  College  of  New  York  was  paid 
for  by  the  City  of  New  York.  That  is 
the  same  city  which  narrowly 
avoided  bankruptcy  a  few  years  ago 
through  its  profligate  spending  of 
public  foods.  Perhaps  Mr.  Kalet 
would  like  to  add  another  way  to 


help  the  Israel  government  to  bank¬ 
rupt  itself,  not  that  such  help  is 
needed. 

Tuition  costs  in  U.S.  colleges 
generally  cover  one  third  of  actual 
costs,  with  state  or  rity  governments 
covering  two  thirds  from  taxes  for 
public  institutions,  while  private 
ones  have  fo  raise  these  funds  from 
rich  alumni  or  other  benefactors. 
Meritorious  students  get  scho¬ 
larships  and  veterans  of  the  U.S. 
armed  forces  get  study  grants. 

Finally,  students  get  low-cost 
loans  to  study  if  their  parents  are  in 
low-income  brackets.  These  loans 
are  paid  back  once  the  student  starts 
working  after  graduation.  The  high¬ 
er  pay  he/she  commands  because  of 
academic  training  justifies  the  In¬ 
vestment  of  a  loan. 

The  average  tax  payer,  who  is  not 
an  academic,  does  not  owe  anyone 
who  wants  to  become  one  a  free 
higher  education.

Were  Israel  a  true  democracy, 
there  would  be  outcries  in  the  Knes¬ 
set  representing  the  voice  of  Israelis 
in  general.  As  it  is,  the  weight  of  the 
two  main  political  parties  stifles  all 
open  and  serious  confrontation. 

And  the  smaller  parties!  They  use 
their  power  of  giving  or  withholding 
their  votes  to  extort  concessions  to 
them  not  as  a  matter  of  principle  but 
of  political  expediency. 

Would  it  not  be  possible  even  in 
this  appalling  political  climate  for 
the  two  main  parties  to  agree  that 
this  extortion  must  cease  and  that 
neither  of  them  will  take  advantage 
of  the  other  in  this  situation?

23  per  cent  thought  they  could. 

•  Only  10%  had  “minimal  compe¬ 
tence”  in  Hebrew  -i.e.  could  at  least 
conduct  “simple  conversations,  with 
some  difficulty." 

In  fact,  that  is  what  all  our  institu¬ 
tions  and  leaders  should  be  concern¬ 
ing  themselves  with. 
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
